JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to the 
Ist Dec. ; and by the Pacific mail we have news five days later, 
viz., to the 6th Dec.; the P. and O. mail from London, Oct. 2, ar- 
rived out on the 20th Nov., and the following French mail of 
Oct. 9 was received on the 29th Nov. The following summary 
of news is from the Japan Herald :— 

The interval has been almost entirely devoted to holiday 
making, causing a scarcity of political news, and an utter stag- 
nation of business. On the 23rd Nov. the Japanese celebrated 
a religious féte, and on the 27th Okubo arrived from China, the 
day itself and both the preceding and succeeding one being kept 
as holidays. The return of Okubo and suite was signalled by 
salutes fired by the ships in harbour and the fort at Kanagawa, 
The following are the names and ranks of Okubo and his accom- 
panying suite :—Okubo, Benritaishin ; Tani, Rigugun Shosho ; 
Ota, Titsudo Gon no Kami; Kanai, Gon sho Naishi; Tanaka, 
Ribugun Daijio ; Hishijima, Rikugun Daijio ; Kawabe, Rikugun 
Shosho; Fukuzaki, Rikugun Shosho; Hirakawa Takaye, 9th 
class of Customs; Kawamura Masa, 10th class, Home De- 
darn ; Kanaji Fudatada, 13th class, Army Department ;

ublic Beg Every house was decorated with flags, 
anterns, and flowers. The streets were filled with holiday 
makers in their best attire, and ornamental dasshi, perambulatin 
conjurors, and open air theatres contributed to the amusement o 
the populace. In theevening the Town Hall was illuminated 
with devices in gas, and the streets were lit with rows of lanterns, 
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Much, however, as the nation at large may exult at the settle- 
ment which has been arrived at, the samurai do not seem to be 
overjoyed at the prospects of peace, and one of our contem- 

raries has stated that there is a rnmour that they have de- 
manded that Okubo should commit haru-siri, the alternative 
being an insurrrection. Probably the rumours of the attempted 
opening of Korea by the Japanese to foreign trade are set afloat 
with aview of pacifying these enfants terribles of the country. 
We have as yet no intelligence of the arrival of any of the troops 
on their return from Formosa, except another steamer full of in- 
vahdis who have succumbed to jungle fever. 

The next contemplated move on the part of the Government is 
a mission to Korea, to ask the Koreans to conclude a treaty of 
friendship and commerce, after the manner of the Western na- 
tions, and to stipulate for the opening of certain ports to external 
trade. This will bring things to a point ; either guarantees for 

will be obtained, or war may result. We have too little 
information at present, and that unreliable, with respect to the 
alleged change of policy towards Japan—said now to be of a 
wholly pacific character—to be enabled to prognosticate the pro- 
bable result of the Japanese mission. But it would certainly 
seem to be a little odd if Japan should insist upon performing 
Ly Korea the same sort of opening process which the earlier 
ty Powers forced upon herself, very much to her dis- 
comfiture and chagrin. However, if the Japanese are not 
imitative, they are nothing, and they may as well undertake 
the task of opening Korea as any other nation ; it would have 
to be done sooner or later. It is the only country which 
now remains in the isolation of its barbarism, that (favoured b 
exceptional circumstances) has been permitted to hold at defiance 
the ships of other nations that have entered its waters for the 
purpose of opening up political or trading relations with it. It 
is Japan's nearest neighbour, and it is therefore more especially 
incumbent on her that she should understand her relations with 
it. Up tothis time the Japanese have shrunk from undertaking 
a war with Korea, but encouraged by their success over the 
Boutans (though they were a mere handful of savages, unarmed 
with modern weapons of war), and anxious to distinguish them- 
selves, and to find employment for the troublesome eneriies of 
the southern samurai, the Japanese, in the event of their over- 
tures being rejected, may take a sanguine view of the situation, 
and regard the subjection of that peninsula as a possible achieve- 
ment by them ; but as an initiatory step, the olive branch of 
peace is to be waved, and upon the sort of reception and treat- 
ment the Mikado'’s envoy meets with, peace or war will ulti- 
mately eventuate. : 

We hear that just prior to the settlement of the difference 
between China and Japan the Koreans despatched a special 
embassy to Peking with the object, it is supposed, of offering 
assistance to Uhina in the event of her engaging in a war with 
Japan. This move on the part of the Korean Government 
rather belies the assurances lately hazarded of the pacitic atti- 
tude which it has been stated the Koreans were disposed to 
assume towards the Japanese. Now, however, that the Koreans 
have learnt how China has been induced to humble herself to- 
wards Japan, perhaps the Koreans may deem it politic to follow 
suit. 

In the Finance Department they have been making up the 
accounts for that costly folly—the Formosan Expedition, and it 
appears that very nearly ten millions of dollars have been ex- 
pended from first to last (inclusive of Mr. Le Gendre’s salary), 
jess the three-quarters of a million which China has engaged to 
refund, subject to a payment of 100,000 taels tu the surviving 
families of the massacred Lew Chewans. Of the total expendi- 
ture, less than one-half remains in the shape of transports, arms. 
and miscellaneous supplies deemed essential for the prosecution 
of the campaign. Altogether, it would be within bounds to say 
that the sum spent for which there is nothing whatever to see 
is more than six millions of dollars. The Formosan outlay will 
make a rather ugly item in the year's balance-sheet, but if the 
figures be mavipulated with the ordinary dexterity, the usual 
surplus can nevertheless be maintained—on paper. 

The principal topic of conversation, in both native and foreign 
mercatile circles, 1s the failure of Ono’s Bank. This and Mitsui’s 
were esteemed the two richest banks in Japan, and its failure, 
with abilities which are variously stated at from four to eight 
millions of dollars, has given a great hlow to Japanese merean- 
tile credit, and it is said that several of the native houses engaved 
in silk speculations are compromised by the failure. The failure 
of the One Bank, and the fall in the price of rice (the latter con- 
sequent upon the termination of the ditference with China), have 
caused something like a commercial panic in the Capital, One 
heavy hoider of rice, who could read Euclish, happening to be in 
Yokohiuinie when the telegram was published annouucing the 
arrangement come to with China, immediately posted to Yedo, 
and by employing a number of avents succeeded in selling off 
his entire stock ara few cents under the then previdling price ; 
in the course of the same day the. buyers, very much to their 
ciszust, heard that peace was assurcd, and that they had con- 
sequently bought ata loas. Some commercial houses in Yokohaua 
are sid to be interested in the Ono Bank's failure, having ad- 
vanced money for the purchases of native produce, which has 
net come to hand, nor under existing circumstances likely to do 
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so. It is believed, however, that forei 


ers will not ultimately 
lose by the bank’s failure, as it is thought that the Government 
will deem it politic to meet the amount due to foreign creditors. 
This, however, remains to be seen. 

On the 27th November the premises of Messrs. Busch, Schraub, 
and Co. were entered by thieves, and about $200 worth of goods 
successfully carried off. The stolen articles consist of a piece of 
cloth, some silk umbrellas, a meerschaum pipe, towels, and sun- 
dry other articles. An entrance was gained by forcing the back 
door of the store. A long naked native sword was found lying 
on the office floor ; the scabbard was found close by, showing 
that the weapon had been drawn and held ready for use in case 
resistance had been met with. The thieves attempted to open a 
safe containing money and valuables with the key of another 
which is used in the office merely to hold the books and papers. 
of the firm, but, of course, without success, the safes being dif- 
ferent kinds. 

The attempted agitation in favour of municipal government 
has been abandoned, the committee who charged themselves with 
taking the preliminary steps finding that the majority of the 
residents did not take sufficient interest in the matter to reply to: 
a notice circulated enquiring whether they were in favoar of, ur 
opposed to the proposed change. 

he case of Miller ». Adamson, Bell and Co., in which plaintiff 
(a stevedore) claimed the sum of $365.90 for discharging cargo 
ex Bruemar Castle,'and to which defendants put in a counter- 
claim for goods supposed to be stolen by the coolies employed by 
plaintiff, was tried on the 25th Nov., in H.B.M.’s vincial 
Court, when a verdict was given for plaintiff. 

A foot paper chase came off on the 27th Nov. The course 
was a very stiff one, and owing tothe nature of the ground 
there was much difficulty in finding the paper, consequently 
many of the competitors were thrown out and forced to retire. 
Mr. A. Dare made a dead heat with his brother, and it has 
been decided to run it over again.

The grand review in the neighbourhood of Tokio, which could 
not take place owing to the inclemency of the weather, has been 
further postposed to a day to be hereafter fixed—possibly until 
after some of the troops shall have returned from Formosa. 

Mayesima, the Postmaster-General, and Mr. Bryan have left 
here in the Golden .lge, to make the necessary arrangements 
for carrying the new postal treaty into force at Kobe and 
Nagasaki. 

The annual meeting of the Yokohama Rifle Association was 
celebrated on the 24th and 25th November, and the autumn 
meeting of the Société Suisse de Tir on the 29th. 

Baron De Schaeffer, the newly appointed Austrian Minister 
to this Court, arrived eet San Francisco by the last Pacitic Mail 
steamer. 

The erection of lamp-posts is heing actively proceeded with 
throuchout the strects of the foreign settlement. 

A trial, in H.B.M.’s Court, for sending an unseaworthy ship 
to sea, has ended in favour of defendants. 

The anniversary dinner in honour of St. Andrew’s Day took 
place on the 30th Nov. 


HIOGO-OSAKA. 

We have advices extending to the 2nd December ; the P. and 
O, mail from London Oct. 2 was received on the 28th Nov. The 
following items of intelligense are from the Hiogo eis :— 

The case of Shimada Twakitchi 7. E. C. Kirby and Co., which 
was tried at H.B.M.’s Consulate on the 12th Nov., is one of con- 
siderable importance to the mercantile community, and the de- 
fendants deserve the thanks of every foreign merchant in Kobe 
and Osaka for the persistence with which they have resisted 
the plaintiff's claim. The latter bronght an action to recover 124 
yen for boat hire in transporting 3,854 cases of kerosine oil and 
301, 5153 catties of pig iron from Kobe to Osaka, and the defend- 
ants pleaded that rot only was a number of the pigs of iron miss- 
ing, butalso a quantity of the oil, which had evidently been ab- 
stracted from the tins by means of certain triangular shaped 
holes, such ae would be produced by stabbing the cans with a 
knife, and upon this, and collateral evidence as to the 
wei¢hts of the iron when it was delivered to the plaintiff's 
men and when it arrived at Osaka, judyment was given for the 
defendants. But previous to the hearing of this case at the 
British Cousniate there had been a trial, connected with the 
same matter, at the [fiogo Saibansho, at which the position of the 
parties concerned was reversed, and the owners of the goods sued 
the carrier for short delivery. We need not enter upon the rea- 
sons Which the native judge gave for his decision; suffice to say 
they were by no means calculated to reconcile those foreigners 
who heard them to the abrogation of those extra-teritoria] clauses 
which are so obuoxious to Japanese statesmen. Failing to ob- 
tain redress from the Native Court, Messrs. Kirby and Co. re- 
fused to pay the carrier's claim for boat hire, hoping thereby to 
obtain compensation in this somewhat indirect manner for their 
Confident of the justice of their case, they were nothing 
loth to leave the question of freight to the decision of a British 
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Koda Iyemon, a Harima man, was beheaded on the 18th Nov. 
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He was sentenced in ‘S71 to three years’ hard labour, but was 
allowed to cet off with a fine because his parents were old. He 
afterw ards, in company with three other men, all armed with 
swords or bludgeons, forcibly entered four houses in Hiogo, steal- 

therefrom 127 yen; he was twenty-eight years old. An- 
other criminal named Yasu Jiro, a native of Mimasaka and thirty 
years of age, was executed in the same manner on the same day. 
He had, in company with two others, stolen clothes and money 
to the amount of twenty three ven from a house in Miki in the 
province of Harima. He afterwards joined with two other 
thieves, and by force of arms stole from three houses in Innam- 
mura property to the value of eighty-six yen. 

There has been a fire of some importance at Osaka. It broke 
out in a large temple in the Karahori, not very far from the old 
hospital, and it was not got under until the building was des- 
troyed. The temple was used as a temporary barracks for some 
soldiers belonging to the Osaka garrison, and it is rumoured that 
the fire or iginated with the ignition of some Ad ised as It is 
said that a “priest who was attached to the temple was danger- 
ously burnt, through trying to rescue a favourite idol from “the 
flames. 

A public meeting is to be held at the Municipal-hall, Osaka, - 
in order to arrange for the organisation of a fire brigade. All 
foreign residents ‘of. that port are invited to attend. 














NAGASAKI. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 27th November, 


The following items of intelligence are from the Rising Sun : — 


On the 17th Nov. the Japanese fleet, consisting of the flarship 
Riujho-kan, the ram Adzuma-kan, aud the two gunboats Woonyo- 
kan and Moshin-kan, left this port for the capital. The Russian 
corvette Bogutyr, 10 guns, 2,209 tons, Captain Schafroff, arrived 
from Kobe on the 23rd Nov. The Russian flagship Ask old, and 

nboats Sobol and Vsadnik will leave for Shanghai next week. 

e Bogatyr will remain here for the present. 

On the 22nd Nov. the Japanese steamer .J/adrus arrived here 
from Formosa. Among the Japanese ventry who came in her 
we noticed Okubo and “suite, and the guns from the fort and 
Russian flagship Ashold acknow ledged their presence as soon as 
they landed. The Madras bronght a great number of sick 
troops ; many of them appeared to be very ill, and their sunken 
eyes and hollow cheeks told plainly the ravages fever had alread 
committed. Had not the Formosan question been settled ami- 
eably unquestionably Japan would have lost many more of the 
veterans through fever as well as the sword, and taking this 
into consideration we think Okubo has acted very wisely indeed 
by accepting even so small an indemnity as Tls. 500,000. Okubo 
and his staff embarked again on the 23rd Nov. for the capital. 

On the 15th Nov. the Takusago-maru arrived from Formosa, 
bringing 250 sick troops, ten of whom died on the passage. 
She also brought some large guns and about 1.100 rifles. We 
understand she leaves again shortly, which will in all probability 
be her last. trip to Forinosa. The Japanese steamer J/uriel is 
expected from Formosa shortly, with more sick troops. 

The French ironelad Ionteu! m, flagship of the China and Japan 
station, left here on the 24th Nov. for Saigon, where she will 
receive Admiral Krantz on board. Some of our readers will 
doubtless recollect the Admiral being appointed acting Governor 
of Saigon, during the absence of the Governor, some time ago. 
We understand the Admiral has been relieved, and will resume 
the command of the French fleet. 

We hear the Takasima Coal Mine has been sold to an European 
firm in Shanghai, and believe it is Messrs. Jardine, Matheson 
and Co. Mr. T. B. Gilover, it is said, will re-assume charge of 
the Mineon Ist January. 

A subscription list has been round, to raise the funds neces- 
sary to repair the Episcopal Church. ‘The amount subscribed is 
about S600, 

On the 23rd Nov. this place was visited by a slight thunder- 
storm and very heavy rain, which lasted some time. 

Mr. Soulier’s Grand Circus will arrive here soon from Hiogo. 
Tt will be the first circus that has ever been in Nagasaki.

CHEFOO. 

A correspondent of the orth China Herald writes from this 
port as follows :— 

A storm arose on the night of Nov. 22, and continued most of 
the following day, surpassing in severity anything known at 
Chefoo since its occupation by foreigners. Many of the forcign 
vessels in the harbour dragged their anchors. Two of them, the 
Otto and the Handy, were driven on the beach ; neither of them 
were seriously injured, but the latter lies bedded in about six 
feet of sand, and the prospect of getting her afloat again is not 
very promising. The cargo and “houseboats of several of the 
foreigners also came to urief. 

A number of large native vessels were stranded. Two of 
them were broken, and their eargves of wheat, beans, and rice 
taken possession of by the wreckers, and carried off, together

KIUKIANG. 
The following account of an anti-missionary e;wute which has 
oceurred at this port has been forwarded to the Sianghai Budyet 
by the Rev. V. C. Hart :— 


Inthe early part of 1873 the Rev. H. H. Hall, of this mission, attempted 
to establish an out-station at Shui Ch'ang Hsien, twenty- -five miles 
west of Kiukiang ; and so far succeeded as to rent and repair a good 
sized building upon one of the main streets. A quantity of books and 
a complete set of chapel furniture were placed in the building, and 
everything seemed to favour @ perfect success, when three of the lead- 
ing men, called in the local dialect Shen Hin, “ gentry,” stirred up the 
peuple to drive away the assistant (native) preacher, which being ac- 
complished, they then destroyed the books and furniture. Mr. ‘Hall 
paid the //szer (District Magistrate) a visit, requesting his assistance to 
ferret out the offenders, and take measures to have the chapel given 
over to us in the same condition as it was in previous to the riot. 
While in the yamen, a hired mob beset the place, and the officer ac- 
companied him to the city temple, where he was considered safe, 
though the mob watched for him outside. Afterwards, during the 
night, he eacaped. Owing to the illness of Mr. Hall, and his alinost 
immediate return thereafter to America, an immediate settlement 
of the matter was not pressed for at the time. During the present year 
the Revs. Stritimatter and Hykes sent on their native preacher to Shui- 
Ch‘ang to secure a suitable building. He had no difficulty in tinding 
one, closed the bargain, and seut us word to come and see it, and take 
formal pussessicn. On the 20th of October Mesars. Cook, Hykes, and 
the writer examined the building, and being satisfied with the contract 
made by our‘assistunt, we paid a half-year’s rent, gave orders as to re- 
pairs, &c., and, leaving a man with the native preacher to sell bvoks, 
took our ‘departure. The day after our departure the preacher and 
assistant were driven out by the “gentry,” and threatened with death 
if they dared to return. Messrs. Stritmatter and Hykes at once pro- 
ceeded to the Yamém. Arriving there they sent in their carda, which 
were immediately returned with the answer that his Worship was 
dining, and could not see them. <A large crowd was gathering, and 
showed anything but peaceful symptoms. The Hsien retained their 
assistant and their cards for full three hours before he gave them an 
answer. During this time the rabble had entered the Court (the outer 
doors being thrown open), and broke in the lattice-work of the room in 
which they were sitting, making use of the worst epithets. 

No sooner had they centered the K‘ah-i ‘ang than the front doors of 
the Yamén were again thrown open and the rivters rushed in, crowded 
into the room where Meesrs. Stritmatter and Hykes were, and made 
use of the vilest languave. The Che-hsien was asked to issue a pro- 
clamation to the people, but he refused. They asked him if he would 
give an escort to their buat ; he replied that he would, and would gu 
himsclf with thern. As the violence of the people became more appa- 
rent every mument, they accepted his proposal. Taking their native 
preacher between them, they started, but no sooner had they reached 
the street than the pent- up rage vf the mob broke out in the wildest 
fury. The Hsien went but a few steps and returned, and a portion of 
the escort left with him. The people, while in the main street, mercly 
used their fists and feet, pounding and kicking the three strangers, but, 
as soon as they reached the dilapidated wall, the rabble commenced to 
hurl bricks, on which the single remaining man of the escort ran away, 
his lantern being smashed. The preacher was dragged from between 
the foreigners and cruelly beaten in a sidestreet. For over one fourth 
of amile the mub fullowed them, between the wall and a canal, and 
pelted them with bricks without cessation. Mr. Hykes was hit several 
times on the head and back. Mr. Stritmatter received a cut on his 
head that bled so profusely that it drenched his shirt. Accidentally 
they ran intv the canal and strugyled for the opposite shore, while the 
friends of law and good erder held up lanterns for their companions to 
pelt them with bricks as they were swimming across. It was now dark 
and culd, and they wandered about for two hours befure they found 
their boat. 

Upon their return to Kiukiang the matter was promptly placed 
befure the American Vice-Consul. Up to the present date we have no 
intelligence how the case is receiving treatment. We can but hore, 
for the safety of all foreigners in this part of China, that it will 1- 
press3d with firmness.

A numerous audience assembled on the lst Dec., in the Ma- 
sonic-hall, to listen toa lecture on “ California,” by George F. 
Seward, Esq., United States Consul General, being the first of 
. a series of eight to be eh during the present winter, under 

the auspices of the Shanghai Temperance Society. Mr. Blethen, 
president of the society, occupied the chair. The lecturer touched 
discursively upon the magnificent scenery for which the State of 
California is famous, its climate, minerals, agricultural and horti- 
cultural products ; its rapid increase in population, educational 
and social institutions generally, its railways, &c. The lecture 
was couched in language at once forcible, picturesque, and grace- 
ful, and was frequently Spee At the close a cordial vote 
of thanks to Mr. Seward was proposed by Mr. Medhurst, 
H.B.M.’s Consul, seconded by Dr. MacGowan, and carried with 
acclamation. 

The Shanghai Gymnasium Athletic Sports were held on the 
Cricket Ground on the 30th November. The programme con- 
tained fourteen events, and the number of entries for each, rising 
as high in some instances as nineteen and twenty, gave the best 
guarantee for good contests. Through the courtesy of Captain 
Kraft the splendid band of the United States flagship Hartford 
was on the ground, and as the weather was most favourable there 
was altogether a very successful meeting. 

The lower office of the Harbour Master’s Department has now 
been transferred from the hulk Vgapuhi to the premises of the 
late tirm of Messrs. Morrice, Behncke, and Co., at Pootung, the 
Customs having purchased ey. there suited to their require- 
ments. The Myapuhi has been sold to Chinese, we believe, and 
is to be broken up. 

The barque George Washington, while being towed on the 27th 
Nov. towards the Pootung shore, took the ground when a little 
more than half-way across, just clear of the fairway. A further 
attempt was made to get her beyond the shipping next morning, 
three tug-boats being called into requisition; but their com- 
bined efforts were of no avail, and about noon one of the chain 
slings parted, carrying away the spar it was attached to, which 
necessitated the slacking up of the remaining chains. The sunken 
vessel is now lying across the river, and will have to be re-slung, 
an operation which will take some two or three days in her pre- 
sent position. 

A few days since the steamer Mongol, while swinging to the 
ebb tide, took the ground with her stern, and the current swung 
her bow down the river, dragging both anchors home. The 
steamer fell athwart the hawse of the U.S.S. Ashuelot, carrying 
away the latter's bowsprit, figure-head, &c., starboard cutters 
and davits, and damaging the rails for some distance. The 
Ashuclot veered away her cables, but the starboard one being 
foul of the Mongol’s anchor, had to be slipped at forty-five 
fathoms, having first been buoyed. Several cargo boats laden 
with cotton and other freight were alongside the Mongol at the 
time of the collision, and we regret to hear that a Chinese boat- 
man on board one of them was crushed to death, while several 
others received severe bruises. One man was taken on board 
the Ashuelot and attended to by the doctor. Several of the 
cargo-boat men were also knocked overboard by the force of the 
collision, but they were soon picked up, none the worse for the 
ducking. We hear that the captain of the Mongol went on 
board the Ashuelot, and arin e icin the responsibility of his 
vessel for the consequences of the accident, expressed his willing- 
ness to settle all claims fur damage. The Monsol after lying 
across the stream for some two or three hours was towed into 
mid-channel upon the first of the flood tide, with the assistance 
of the tugs Fokelin and Sampson. She then proceeded down 
river, having sustained no damage to herself from the collision. 

We hear that the case of Carter and Co. v. Dee-say, which was 
heard in appeal by the Taoutai and H.B.M. Consul on the 6th 
of June last, has been settled by arbitration. A resort to this 
course was, we believe, suggested by Mr. Medhurst, as the 
Taoutai and he were entirely opposed in their judgments on the 
case. The Taoutai agreed, and each side selected two merchants, 
the Chinamen, curiously enough, choosing Englishmen to repre- 
sent their interests. The result was a decision of the nature of 
a compromise, the verdict being also a perfectly unanimous one. 
We are unable to give particulars, but the fact that such a settle- 
ment has been arrived at shows that H.B.M. Consul has done 
well to suggest giving this method of adjustment a trial before 
adopting the last recourse of reference to Peking, which turned 
out so unsatisfactorily in the Tate and Hawes case. 

A case remarkable for several reasons has been heard before Sir 
Edward Hornby, chief judge, sitting as magistrate in the lower 
cowt. Captain Douglas Scott, of the British ship Laju, charged 
his chief officer, C. C. Zimmerman, with desertion, and endea- 
voured to prove his allegation by means of multitudinous entries 
in his official log-book, regarding the accused’s incompetency to 
perform the duty he had undertaken, and also as to his beha- 
viour. It turned out that Zimmerman had been shipped at 
Newcastle, N.S.W., in place of the former chief officer, who 
was discharzed in the colonies, and that he had no Board 
of Trade certificate as chief officer, though he had a 
Danish certiicate. The captain had not formally disrated 
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him, but claimed that he had virtually done sé by an entry 
in the log-book. Sir Edmund Hornby told the captain that 
such an entry was not alone sufficient. The accused swore that 
at the time he was said to have deserted the vessel he went 
ashore because the captain told him to go, but that he slept on 
board each night from the 17th to the 20th Nov., and that he 
afterwards lodged at the Sailors’ Home. He had been in com- 
munication with H.B.M.’s Consul since the 20th, and on the 27th 
went on board H.M.S. Modeste to be examined as to his com- 
petency. Sir Edmund, after hearing both sides and putting some 
very searching questions, characterised the charge as iniquitous 
and trumped up, and endorsed the captain’s official log to that 
effect, also telling him that he had rendered himself liable to an 
action for false imprisonment. 

A case of considerable interest and importance to charterers 
and shipowners, arising out of the loss of the Lucerne, has been 
tried before Sir Edmund Hornby. The Chinese charterer 
claimed the return of $500, money advanced under the charter, 
because a clause in the charter-party specially provided that, 
should the vessel be unable to reach Newchwang the charter 
should be cancelled, and the advance returned. The defendant, 
master of the ship, contended that the clause did not refer to 
ordinary dangers of the sea, by which the vessel was actually 
lost, but to the possibility of her not reaching Newchwang in 
time to load before the ice set in. His lordship reserved judg- 
ment, which has since been given for the defendant. 

Any mistrust likely to be engendered among intending up- 
country excursionists by the account of the untoward experience 
of a shooting party given in our columns last week will be 
much lessened by the knowledge that H.M. Consul, Mr. Med- 
hurst, is earnestly endeavouring to insure against the recurrence 
of such unpleasant incidents. Foreseeing a possibility that mis- 
chances such as befel the party in question were not unlikely to 
happen to sportsmen this season, Mr. Medhurst, we understand, 
took the opportunity, when at Chinkiang, at the end of last 
month, to urge the Taoutai there to issue proclamations prohi- 
biting any molestation of foreigners who might be shooting in 
the district. Since the occurrence which has been reported, Mr. 
Medhurst has requested Mr. Hewlett, interpreter-in-charge at 
Chinkiang, to repeat the requisition, and see it carried into 
effect as far as possible. 

At the meeting of the French Municipal Council on the 20th 
November an arrangement between the delegates of the two 
Councils as tothe materials of demolition of Yang-king-pan 
bridge No. 2 was ap roved—each paying half the sum daiunel 
by ths contractor. he secretary was directed to communicate 
to the other Municipal Council the plans of an iron bridge to 
span the creek instead of the present No. 1. The question of 
vagrant dovs was taken up, but in the absence of a common 
understanding between the Chinese and the two Municipal 
authorities, the Council could only request their chief of police to 
instruct his men as far as possible to cause these pests to dis- 
appear. It was resolved to erect an iron railing, at a cost of 
shout Tls. 300, between bridges Nos. 1 and 2 on the Yang-king 
pang bund. The other business was of a routine character. 

A Chinaman has been charged at the Mixed Court with being 
concerned in attempting to steal about six tons of coal. The rob- 
bery was planned in a very ingenious way. Three lighters were 
engaged taking coal from the Naval Yard to H.M.S. Fro/ic, and 
when the work was finished a man from each lighter went on 
board the ship to receive payment. It was, however, noticed 
that the quantity hoisted from the lighters seemed less than 
ought to have been received, and enquiry was of course ordered. 
The three Chinamen, quickly understanding how matters were, 
hastened over the side of the Frolic. Two of them succeeded in 
getting into a sampan, which was rowed speedily away and 
got to shore before a boat’s crew could be mustered in pursuit. 
The third Chinaman was not so fortunate. As he was going 
down the side of the ship, Lieutenant Davis had just time enough 
to seize hold of him, and drag him on board again. An investi- 
gation of the lighters was then made, and in every part of them 
where pilfer could be stowed was found a quantity of coal, altos 
gether amounting to about seven tons ! The Chinese magistrate 
remanded the prisoner, to give time for the apprehension of the 
two runaways, who it has been ascertained have gone to Ningpo. 

The native community have been much interested lately in a 
romantic case of abduction. A Chinese General who had 
achieved distinction in the suppression of the Mahomedan rebel- 
lion in Yunan was passing through Shanghai on his way to have 
an audience at the capital, when he somehow had an opportunity 
of seeing a Celestial beauty of whose graces he became at once 
enamoured. The young lady was already betrothed, and the 
happy event of her marriage was within a few days of being 
consummated ; but on his return from Peking the amorous 
general took steps to wrest the prize from the bridegroom ex- 
pectant. By a liberal use of money he seems to have secured 
instruments ready enough to work his will. The maternal 
guardian of the young lady yielded to the influence of 
sycee, and gave the gallant suitor a preference over the 

entleman who, by the sacredness of Chinese betrothal, 
ad the right to the young lady’s hand. <A tepao who 
had been a detective in the oe service, and had be- 
come rich by blackmailing among the large class of unprotected 
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Chinese females who live in the foreign Settlements, was bought 
by the general, and he it is said again tampered with one or 
more other detectives, whose eyes and mouths it was desirable 
to have closed. On the 1lthof the last Chinese moon, about 
7.30 P.M., a carriage started from Wuhu-road, after some evidences 
of agitation and excitement which were witnessed by the neigh- 
bours. An hour afterwards the young lady left the carviswe Us 
the banks of the creek at Trefancha corner, and was handed into 
a boat which at once set out for Soochow. It is said, however, 
that the gallant General has regretted his ardent haste, paid 
handsoniely for his trifling with the lady’s feelings and his breach 
of Chinese etiquette, and given the betrothed an opportunity of 
recovering his fiancée. In the interests of the public service, a 
strict investigation is being made into the matter as far as the 
detectives are concerned. 


There has been a fall of snow at Hankow tothe extent of 
nearly three inches, and the races have been put off in conse- 
quence. 


The father of the territorial Taoutai at Tientsin died on the 
16th Nov., which obliged Ting Show-chang, the Taoutai, to re- 
tire from office. On the following day, by direction of the Go- 
vernor-General Li Hung-chang, he handed over his seal of office 
to Woo Chan-chin, superintendent of the Imperial arsenal, and, 
since the death of Woo Tung-ling, the head of the Southern 
Legion at Tientsin. Woo is an Anhwuy man, and since he 
came to the province of Chili he has always been well spoken of. 

The Shanghai Budget and News Letter prints the subjoined 
items of intelligence :— 


It is with extreme regret we have to state that the Settlement 
has been supplied with another of the many warnings we have 
to be cautious in the use of firearms. A young gentleman in 
one of our leading hongs, while lounging about his room prepa- 
ratory to dressing, took up a revolver and began to examine it. 
His “ boy” in the next room heard the click of the weapon, as 
the chambers revolved. Presently he heard a shot, and, run- 
ning in, found his master insensible on the floor. A shot had 
entered his brow and lodged about the brain. Medical aid was 
at once obtained ; but, on examination, it was found that tre- 

ning afforded the only chance of saving life. All that can 

e said at present is that he is still alive. 


The steamer Paris, lately from Hong Kong, has been suld to 
the China Merchants’ S.N. Company, who have duly taken over 
the property, though she still flies the British flag. It is under- 
stood that after one trip to Hong Kong and Canton she will be 
transferred to the Chinese flag. Her crew has been sent home 
in the steamer Deucalion. We hear that the sum paid for the 
Paris was £32,000 sterling. 


Sir Edmund Hornby bas decided that the charter-party of the 
Lucerne did not call for a refund of the $500 advance money, 
seeing that her non-performance of the charter was not owing to 
the cause contemplated by that document.

The first of a course of Winter Lectures has been delivered 
in the reading room of the Ningpo Book Club, by Mr. Lay, of 
the I.M. Customs. The chair was filled by H.M.’s Consul, Mr. 
Forrest, who in a few appropriate words, introduced the speaker 
of the evening. 


The lecturer, without further preliminaries, announced as his subject 
the Sun-Kwoh-Chih, or “ History of the Three States,” a book which 
he said was one of the “ four wonderful books"’ of Chinese literature. 
The interesting book he was to introduce purported to record the 
events that took place during the period between the overthrow of the 
Han Dynasty, A.D. 190, and the establishment of the Eastern ysin, 
A.D. 317, which, from the variety of characters which appeared on the 
stage, and the frequent and great changes that took place, was one of 
the most interesting periods of Chinese history. The San-Kwoh-Chih 
could not be regarded as authentic history, but rather as a historical 
romance, like “ Ivanhoe,” or “Joseph II. and hia Court.” Unlike the 
novels of Western authors, who compel their readers to follow them 
through many pages of their books before the interest of the story 
begins, the book before us introduces almost in the opening pages 
“deeds of broil and battle,” cruel murders, tender episodes of love, 
&c., and continues, till the close of the volume, the recital of events 
that grow in interest as they advance. The speaker then proceeded to 
give from the mass of material at his disposal, and with which he 
showed great familiarity, such selections as he thought would instruct 
and amuse his audience. In going over the events a second time, the 
lecturer became so interested in some of the characters he was describ- 
ing as almost to forget the fact that he was standing before an audi- 
ence in a public hall, and now and then gave way to such audible ex- 
pression of his delight, as one indulges in the seclusion of one’s own 
study, or in the unrestrained intercourse of friends. This spontaneous 
irrepresible feeling of appreciation on the part of the speaker com- 
municated itself to the audience, who responded in such hearty tones 
that neither the presence of the ladies nor the official gravity of the 
chai could restrain them. 

The course of lectures thus inaugurated, under the auspices of 
the Ningpo Book Club, is to be continued at intervals of two 
weeks during the winter. The next lecture of the course will 
be delivered by Rev. A. E. Moule, whose subject has not been 
made public. 
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HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 10th December ; 
the French mail from London 23rd October was received on the 
4th December. The following items of news are from the China 
Mail :— 

The restrictive powers vested in the Colonial-office over the 
Government of this colony in all matters connected with land 
are not always exercised in a way that tends to public edifica- 
tion. Kowloong is a pretty fair example of the way in which 
enterprises which might result in an unlooked-for development 
of property are kept back by this policy, the concessions nleeady 
made having only been obtained on the strong representations 
of H.E.-the Governor. It seems that a most praiseworthy in- 
tention on the part of the naval authorities has been in like 
manner frustrated by the home officials, Some time since 
Admiral Shadwell obtained from Sir Arthur Kennedy the pro- 
mise of a piece of ground on the hill near and to the south of 
Mount Shadwell, whereupon to erect an auxiliary naval hos- 
pital. The ground is absolutely useless for business or dwelling 
purposes, so far as the most experienced colonist can foresee, 
and the Colonial Government met the Admiral’s views in a most 
liberal and sensible manner. The site was marked out by the 
Surveving-General and surveyed by his assistants, with a view 
to a perpetual lease being granted, when it is suddenly announced 
that the Colony cannot alienate anv more land, and that the Ad- 
miralty cannot be permitted to build. It seems a pity that, 
when something which would tend both to the, good of the naval 
service and of: the neighbourhood has been, with the full consent 
of the local Government, fairly initiated, red tape should step 
in to render it abortive. We can perfectly well understand that 
no very friendly feeling exists towards the naval and military 
departments in the matter of land tenure, in view of the ob- 
structiveness more than once manifested when colonial improve- 
ments were desirable. But when the local Government sees no 
objection, its judgment might be accepted as sufticient. 

e learn that the result of the military examination at Peking 
resulted in the nomination of the following candidates, as Charang 
Yuan, Pang Yen, Tan Hwa, and Chuan Lu respectively :—Chang 
Fung Min,a native of Honan; Chaou Jui Yuen, also a native 
of Honan; Chow Chi Pang, a native of Chihli; and Leu Yuen 
Hwai, also a native of Chihli. Thus the highest honours of the 
examination were carried away by men of Honan and Chibli. 

Commenting upon the action of the Government in refusing 
a commission of inquiry into the conduct of the captain super- 

intendent of police during the typhoon, which has now become 
historical, the Straits Times says :—“ Truly the people of Hong 
Kong are unfortunate with respect to officialdom, and would do 
well to follow our own example, and secure a little influence in 
England, whereby their grievances might be represented direct 
at once to the Secretary of State, with some hope of redress. 
Such an influence would doubtless, at all events, secure them a 
little more consideration from their own officials.” 

There was an alarm of fire on the 30th Nov. at about one p.m. 
The Volunteer Fire Brigade turned out instantly, and was soon 
at the scene of the fire, which had broken out in a cook house at 
the Artillery Barracks, and was soon extinguished. The Go- 
vernment Fire Engine arrived opposite the City Hall, on its 
way to the fire, just at the time that the others were passing the 
building on their return. This might have been owing to some 
confusion in the bell ringing. As matters turned out, it was 
immaterial. . 

Mr. G. Glasse came up on the 28th before the Chief Justice 
to pass his last examination in bankruptcy. As the accounts 
filed by him did not appear to be in order, the examination was 
postponed for a fortnight. 

We learn that the Chinese steamer Fung-yo came here from 
Formosa to take on board a few large guns $that had been 
brought here by a steamer from Eagland. She will convey them 
to Formosa to mount in the fort which the Chinese Government 
are building at Anping. 

The August Leffler met with an accident to her screw, in 
Saigon, after loading for Singapore,-in-consequence of which she 
had partially to unload and go into dock. This detained her for 
several days. 

We are informed by the agents of the 0.8.8. Company that 
the s.s, Deucalion, which left Shanghai on the morning of the 
2nd December, was detained at the Woosung bar until the morn- 
ing of the 6th. 

Among the passengers arrived by the Messageries Maritimes 
steamer Sindh are :—Dr. Burdon, the Bishop of Victoria, Kong 
Hong, and Mrs. Burdon, and his Excellency Lobo d’Avila, the 
new Governor of Macao, with his family and suite. 

The vacant space in the rear of the German Club is being 
built upon, and passers-by may see a process in operation familiar 
enough in the early days of the colony, but rather infrequent 
now. The granite to be used in the building is being hewn from 
the foundations and dressed on the spot, thus, we should imagine, 
saving the architect no little expense. This suggests whether 
the present facilities for conveying to the shore what thirty years 
ago was described as the only “export” of the island could not 
be profitably increased, to the benefit of the exchequer. We 
know all about the cheapness of coolie labour, but it certainly 
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seems that when heavy weights have to be moved in large quan- 
tities a tramway or slide would have the advantage. Some of 
the principal quarries are situated on the Pokfvolum road, and 
the construction of 2 serviceable slide to the beach would be 
simple and comparatively inexpensive. Were any such facilities 
for shipment to be found at the spots in question, the value of 
the quarries would, surely, be greatly increased, and they would 
command a proportionally higher rental. There is, if we are 
rightly informed, yet room for a considerable development. of 
the stone trade—- especially to Canton ; but the possibility never 
seems to have attracted the attention of the Government. Those 
who suggest the idea may of course be wrong, but it seems worth 
noticing. 

The third performance of the series by the Portuguese ama- 
teurs came off on the oth inst., and was a great success. By 
special rejuest “ Lucrecia Borgia” was repeated, and was played 
with even more taste than on the previous occasion, The next 
piece was the laughable farce * Os dois Inseparaveis,” which 
kept the house in a continuous roar of lauchter from its com- 
meucement until the fall of the curtain, The abridged transla- 
tion of the pieces distributed to visitors assisted to a great ex- 
tent those unacquainted with the languave in their comprehen- 
sion of the plays. The attendance was a fair one.

circiunstances arise Which may entirely alter the aspect of affairs. 
The sources of profit are thus considerably curtailed, and it may 
be taken as certain that the carve profits of olden days are alto-

prizes will be 1st: for plants in pots from $3 to cents 50; for cut 
flowers from S2 to cents 50; for vegetables from $4 to cents 
25 ; for fruit'from $2 to Sl. These prizes are rather less in 
amount than those of former meetings, owing to the funds at the 
disposal of the committee not being in a very flourishing con- 
dition.

A dispute is 
pending between the Pacific Mail Steamship Company and the 
Central Pacitic Railroad Company, owing to which the former 
company send their teas to New York cia Panama instead of 
overland. The Railroad Company bave sent anavent to Eng- 
land to endeavour to start a line of steamships on the China 
route in opposition to the P. M.S. Company. 

_ Monsieur Giquel left: Fouchow for Takao to confer with 
Commissioner Shen Pao-Chen in regard to the contemplated 
works at the arsenal, also to superintend the mounting of the 
big guns, recently received from Europe, on the newly-erected 
batteries in the neighbourhood of Takao, and the Peseadores.

The expedition to Sunghie Ujong, though it will doubtless 
exert a good influence in preventing future complications like 
that which called for its despatch, has nevertheless not been 80 
snecessful as was expected-—the Datu Bandar, with Rajah Mah- 
mood, having, during negotiations for surrender, evacuated their 
positions during the night, and escaped into the jungle. It ap- 
pears that, believing they could thus obtain more favourable 
terms, they had determined upon submission to the Sultan of 
Salangore. The Sultan, however, denied them refuge, where- 
upon they asked him to intercede with this Government 
in their behalf. The deserted stockades were taken posses- 
sion of by the Government forces, who found on entering 
that they had been looted by the Chinese miners, three head 
men of whom were, we hear, fined 3,000 each for their 
complicity in the disturbances. The troops and the police 
will be maintained at Sunghie Ujong for some time. The Go- 
vernor returned in H.M.S. //urt on the 7th Dee., and the 
Chrrybdis returned to this port on the 12th. We regret to 
learn that during a skirmish which occurred while reconnoitring 
one of the Bandar’s stockades, a petty officer of H.M.S. Cha- 
rybdis received a shot in the back, from the etfects of which he 
died on board on the 10th Dec., the ball having lodged in the 
spine. 

The long pending appointments to the Residencies of the 
Malay States have at last been gazetted. Mar. J. W. W. Birch, 
late our Colonial Secretary, is appointed Resident at Perak, with 
Captain Speedy as Assistant Resident at Laroot; Mr. F. A. Swet- 
tenhan as Resident at Salangure, with Captain Tatham, R.A., 
as Assistant Resident at Shunghie Ujong.

A new and most unprecedented attempt to depreciate the cur- 
rency is now being made by Chinese shopkeepers, a large portion 
of whom refuse to receive Mexican dollars of the old coinage— 
now no matter how bright or full in weight they may be—unless 
at a discount of from 5 to 10 percent. How widespread this 
movement has already become may be inferred from the fact that 
some of the large Chinese shops, even those in close proximity to 
the Square, refuse to receive this dollar at all. Owing to the 
immense number of dollars of the old coinage now in circulation 
here, it is of course impossible to humour the shopkeepers in 
their whim without suddenly throwing out of circulation about 
half the bullion in the place, or submitting to a ruinous 
discount to enrich a small coterie who set up a law for themselves 
at the expense of the community. This pretended aversion to 
the old dollar is the more inexplicable, inasmuch as they have 
not only been in use here for many years, but the shopkeepers 
know perfectly well that they have only to take them to any of 
the banks or to any European merchant’s office to pass them at 
their full value. Therefore, we can but characterise the refusal 
to accept them as an endeavour to inflict a wholesale swindle, 
that should be peremptorily checked at the outset, lest it entail 
not only great inconvenience but serious loss upon the community 
at large. 

Consid erable excitement has been awakened among the 
Chinese community hy reports of the kidnapping of coolies for 
service in Deli, Sumatra. As usual, the reports were greatly 
exaggerated, but a case which occurred in midday in Market- 
street, where an attempt to drag off a coolie was frustrated and 
one of the assailants arrested, led to a revival of the stories and 
the posting of an inflammatory placard, accusing the police 
of complicity with the kidnappers ; and during the excitement 
attendant on the trial of the case in the police-court, a mob 
broke into several houses and liberated all the coolies therein 
confined. The excitement was, however, allayed so soon as the 
Chinese became convinced that the Government would lend no 
countenance to the employment of illegal means by the coolie em- 
plcyers or their agents. With respect to the coolie question a 
petition has been sent in to Government by the European mer- 
chants and bankers, praying that the proposed immigration law 
may not be further proceeded with, as its tendency would be to 
check the immigration of labourers, whereas the only danger to 
which they are exposed lies in their engagement for service out- 
side the colony under false pretences, which might be easily 
guarded against by supervision over their engagement and ship- 
ment for those places. 

The third Dutch expedition to Atchin, consisting of two bat- 
talions of troops, has passed through the Straits. We have as 
yet received no advices of their moveients, but presume offen- 
sive operations will be at once resumed. .

Penang Gazette contains the following items of news :— 


Rumour says that the Government has entered into a most 
unseemly controversy with one of its officers. Jt would appear 
that Dr. Veitch, the Colonial Surgeon here, also holds the office 
of Health Oftiver of the Port, in which latter capacity he has to 
visit vessels which enter the harbour with the quarantine flag 
flying, and give them clean bills of health or otherwise, accord- 
ing to the state of health on board ; on their leaving and in con- 
sideration of these services he has been in the habit of receiving 
a fee of $10 from such vessels as he grants bills to. The Go- 
vernment, or rather the medical department, has become alive 
to the fact that the levying of these fees is ille¢al, and Dr. 
Veitch has heen called upon to repay the fees which he has re- 
ceived during his term of office in Penang. 

The Governor in Council has issued an order directing that the 
magistrate of police of Province Wellesley, or in his absence the 
assistant collector of land revenue there, way cancel stamps. This 
will be a great boon to the inhabitants un the other side of the 
water, who have hitherto had to cross over to Penang when they 
wished to get any stamps cancelled. 

At the annual Municipal election Mr. Foo Tye Sin was elected 
to the vacant seat eee Mr. John Allan, whose term of office ex- 

ires at the end of this month. We congratulate our Chinese 
ellow townsmen on their having secured such an able representa- 
tive as Mr. ‘Tye Sin to attend to their interests. 

The Criminal Sessions is still dragging itself slowly along. 
The special jurors have been engaged in investigating a case of 
fabricating false evidence. ‘There are yet eight more cases for 
them to try, besides two for the petty jury.

YoKOHAMA.—The interval hed been the dullest for many months. 
The native festivities in celebration of the peaceful solution of the 
Formosan difficulty, and the failure of a large native banker, coupled 
with minor financial troubles amongst Japanese, had all contributed to 
incre:se the general dulness, and the ouly real demand for any goods 
had been for 28-32 Yarn, which was quite out of stock, and some en- 
quiry for low qualities Nos. 16-24. There had not been any consider- 
able business in metals, but suitable sizes of Bars and lodshad realisel 
full quotations. 

Hankow.—Extreme quietude had continued. Grey Shirtings had 
been dealt in to some extent, but business in other gouds had been of 
@ retail character. 

FoocHow.—No business had been done. 
Teamen. 

Hoxg Koxe.—The arrivals during the interval, besides the mai 
steamers, had been the #.s. Formosa, Kjobenhavn, Crocus, Achilles, and 
Glenlyon, and ship Windhover, bringing full supplies of manufactured 
goods for this market and the North. ‘There had occurred one of the 
dullest fortnights which had been known in the Import trade. Suv 
little had been done that quotations were quite ncminal. The demand 
from the country districts had ceased entirely, and stocks in both tirst 
and second hands were accumulating, whilst supplies showed no signs 
of diminishing, 

CantTox.—Lead : 200 pigs of LB or soft brand description had been 
gold at $8.45 to $8.50, which quotation, however, at the close was 
nominal, as there were neither sellers nor buyers. In consequence of 
the foregoing, WB was nominally worth $8.50 to $8.00 per picul. 
Quicksilver had a decided downward tendency, the current value being 
about &230 to $231 per picul. 

Batavia.—The market continued extremely depressed, especially for 
English goods, mest of which were lower in value, and the only arti- 
cles saleuble to any extent were Dutch 6/4 Madapvullams, Calicots, and 
White Shirtings, prices of which were without alteration. 

Sincapore.—The arrivals with general cargoes had been the Ango- 
stura from Hamburg, and steamers Yruracbat and Ajax from Laver- 
pool. The demand had been quiet during the fortnight, and salea had 
been on a moderate scale only. Prices showed little change. 

PenanG.—Throughout the last fortnight the demand for Grey Staples 
had been exceedingly limited, and transactions had been on a very 
retail scale. Prices generally were unchanged, but in some instances 
had gone in favour of buyers.

Foochow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton and Co.’s Weekly Letter says :— 
Only a trifling business has passed on our market, and settle- 
ments in Congou have only amounted to 4,559 chests. Congou : 
Without any material alteration to quote, settlemente may be said to 
have gone slightly in favour of buyers. Souchong: No change to 
notice. Oolong: Settlements show no change on late purchases. 
Flowery Pekoe and Scented Teas: No transactions. The exports to 
Great Britain, the Continent of Europe, and the Cape of Good Hope 
amounts to 54,816,439 Ibs., against 49,359,914 lbs. at the same time 
last year. To America, 1,629,232 lbs., against 2,266,479 Ibs. To the 
Colonies, 11,868,907 lbs., against 12,216,531 lbs. last year. 

Amoy.—Onlx some 5,000 half-chests Oolongs had been settled during 
the fortnight. Prices showed little alteration, but the market closed 
weak. Stocks, 16,555 half-chests, the purchase of which would close 
the season. Quotations are :—Fair cargo, $15 to 16 ; good cargo, $19 
to 20 ; Superior, $21 to 22 ; Fine, $23 to 24. 

Caxton.—Transactions during the fortnight had been limited, neither 
foreigners nor holders of raw leaf showing any disposition for business. 
The reason assigned for this is that there was but little true Tea on 
offer ; of Scented Orange Pekoe some 1,000 boxes only could be pro- 
cured, and of Scented Caper Jess than 10,000 boxes. Congous: The 
year's yield was drawing to a close, although shipments continued to 
go forward from Macao pretty freely. Sales with prices are summarised 
as follows :—Scented Caper, 2,000 boxes at Tls. 13 to 224 per picul ; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 4,000 boxes at Tis. 15 to 23 per picul. 


SILK. 

YoxOHAMA.—The tenor of home news had discouraged buyers, and 
settlements had been on a limited scale. This, coupled with a want” 
of money, had induced some of the dealers to offer their produce at 
lower prices, and the market was weak at about $2C decline. Stocks 
had increased. Settlements, from ist July to date, 6,500 bales ; 
igainst corresponding period, season 1873-4, 8,600 bales; 1872-3, 
8,300 ; 1871-2, 9,000 bales; stock, 1,300 bales. Silkworms’ eggs.— 
The season had closed, and total settlements were estimated at about 
1,300,000 cards.

3424 and 3124 respectively, and 50 to 
100 bales of Re-reels for the American market, besides several lots of 
Yellow Silks, and other sorts, taken principally on joint account with 
the Chinese. The market had since shown no improvement, and the 
bulk of the sales reported were said to be on joint account. Settle- 
ments for the fortnight, Chinas, 600 bales. Total settlements since 
Ist June, 54,500 bales ; against 1873-4, 44,700 bales ; 1872-3, 44,800 
bales. Comparative unsold stock 1874, 138,500 bales; 1873, 5,000 
bales ; 1872, 4,500. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :—The position of 
this market has undergone but little change during the past two weeks, 
and quotations for almost all descriptions of staple are unaltered. No. 
4 Tsatlee of “ Kowkong district” has fetched $340 per picul, and there 
is no indication of a decline in rates. The demand has been of a 
moderate nature. For French mail only 70 bales were taken, and sub- 
sequently 240 bales have been added to settlements. It \is said that 
no seventh yield will be forthcoming this season, and consequently a 
curtailed export may be anticipated. Arrivals are hardly worthy of 
notice, and about 1,500 bales are said to remain in the country.

THE TOTAL ECLIPSE 
SIAM. 
Weare informed that the President of the Royal Society has 
received an intimation that Her Majesty's Government are pre- 
pared to grant £1,000 to secure observations of the total eclipse 
of the Sun in April next. According to Mr. Hind, this eclipse 
wilt cive better opportunities for the observation of totahty than 
are likely to be again offered before the close of the present cen- 
tury. Even if, therefore, it were not the duty of astromomers 
to do all in their power to secure records of all total eclipses, 
there is abundant reason why the epproachine one should not be 
hesleeted, We believe that the course taken by the Government 
will vive general satisfartion, the more so as the Royal Society 
aud private observers are couse forward with money and in- 
atruments In ald of the mudest stam granted from the national 
fund. 
The world of science alsoistu be congratulated on the fact that 
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the Expedition will be orzanise.tand controlled by a strong Com- Ito i: 
‘With the utmost virour, as the expedition must leave this ecoun- 
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mittee of the Reval Soeieix., Astronomical inquiries are how be- 
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competent observers in the vicinity of Bangkok; and in selecting 
localities for astronomical stations it must be very desirable to be en- 
abled to form some idea of the extent of error to which the predicted 
track of the central line may be subject. On this account I have mace 
a further direct calculation for the Siamese capital, tuking the moon's 
position from the American Ephemeris, inwhich the tables of Professor 
Peirce are ernployed. With elements thus modified, the partial phase 
is found to commence at Uh. 50m. 42s., or 24 seconds only earlier than 
by Hansen's tables ; totality beyins at 2h. 13m, 32s., and continues 
3m. 59s. Generally T may remark that between the longitudes of the 
Nicobars and Sium the track of central line by the American tables 
has about five minutes greater latitude than that given by Hansen's 
tables, 

{t has been stated above that the eclipse ef next April may pro- 
bably be the most favourable for observation that can happen daring 
the present century. In the eclipse of 187%, July 20, the duration of 
totality is shorter, and the same is the case in the eclipses of 1882, 
Iss7, 1900, &e. In the eclipse of 1856, August 29, the ouly easily ac- 
cessible and favourable station appears to be the i-land of Grenada, in 
the West Indies, where the duration of total eclipse is 3m. 15s., com- 
mencing at 7h. 10m. a.m. local time, with the sun at an altitude of 20 
deg.; thence the course of the central line is over the North and South 
Atlantic Oceana, toa point on the Afiiean cowst north of St. Philip de 
Benguela, In the eclipse of 1802, April 28, the central line appeara to 
have a sea-track through nearly its whole extent, if indeed, it touches 
land at any point, Which requires a more precise cummputation than | 
have yet made to determine. The eclipse of 1.03, April 16, is the only 
one that can compare favourably, as resirds lensih of totality and 
track, with that of the present year; ata point mn the vicinivy uf Ceara, 
in Brazil, the duration of tutal eclipse is dia. 44s, with the sun at an 
altitude of 76 dey.

THE TROUBLES IN SIAM. 
The Daly Telegraph has the followin on the Siam troubles, 
in its usual style :— 


Serious news has come to hand from “the kingdom of the white 
elephant.” The two Monarchs who reizn there simultancously have 
fallen out, and one of them is at this hour a refugee in the British 
Consulate, We are far from thinking that this inteiigence will affect 
the tunds, or interfere with any British digestion. Some time ago, 
when a corvette of Her Majesty's navy was cruising in the Eastern 
Seas, a boat-load of Princes cae on board tu inspect the vessel. The 
Commander presently noticed some confusion forward, and inquired 
the cause from au old quartermaster.“ Uh, sir.” said the inditferent 
Briton, “it’s only one of them there Kings has tumbled down the 
fore-hateh and broke his neck.” The tidings that one of ‘ them there 
Kings” of Siain has got to loggerheads with his Royal brother will 
hardly rouse more interest here than the old sailor felt ; but the 
Royal Astronomical Society, at any rate, will be concerned at the 
report. Only a few days back an invitation came from = one or 
other of these Siamese Sovereigns, cxtending a most Royal wel- 
come to any seroats who might wish to repair to Bangkok to 
study the total eclipse of the sun, which will be visible early in 
April. The astronomers were to have all expenses paid, to live like 
fighting cocks—which 18 saying everything that can be said in Siam, 
Where cock-fighting is a passion—and to be the guests of the King. 
The question now 1s which King invited them: was it Chau Fa Chula 
Longkorn, or was it Kromamum Bawarawichai Chau? The royal astro- 
nomers will look back to their letter of invitation with much anxiety 
tu see Which of these long names was appended ; if the first, all may 
yet be well, for he is the winning eard--the Kin, of Trumps in the 
present game; if the second, it is the unfortunate fuzitive. These 
Siamese twins of Royalty, whom the political kuife has severed, are 
very ditierent in authority. The first is the real Sovereign ; the second 
is A nominal Ruler ouly, although he has command of the army. Con- 
sidering that everybody of age in Siauis bound by law to military ser- 
Vice, this ought to confer great power. But there are so many ex- 
emptions, and the country is so amphibious, that the force does not 
amount to much, and consists principally of elephants, Whatever it 
was, the “ King Number Two” has disbanded it—the telegram says— 
rather than tight against “ King Number One,” which would, indeed, 
have been a grave step, seeing that “ Number One” is considered and 
called a god, and supposed to be immeasurably above the very highest 
and noblest of human beings, Armed with this supernatural autho- 
rity, the Number One King in Siam often initiates his reign by abolish- 
ing all the laws, and writing out an entirely new set ; but this change, 
which would be suv embarrassing in most countries, dves not put out 
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the Siamese, because nobody knows and nobody cares what laws exist. 
An attempt to comprehend the system of Government in Siam ends in 
bewilderment like that which is felt about the two Queens in “ Alice's 
Wonderland.” The main facts are—the bamboo, which is used by 
every high official with great energy, and the will of the Number One 
King, four Chau Fa Chula is the real Ruler, and under him the Stick. 

What to do with this refugee King must be a puzzle to Sir Andrew 
Clarke and the Foreign-oftice. It is evident that trouble is feared, for 
Her Majesty's gunboat 7histle has been sent to Bangkok to protect 
British interests. And it is eminently probable that the Rex Primus 
will insist that we shall choose between surrendering the Rec Secundus 
for decapitation, or losing our commercial privileges in the Meinam. 
If it were only the other one who had fled to us we might do any- 
thing ; but our King is of the wrong suit. It will be a great pity if 
the invitation to study the solar eclipse falls through in consequence of 
this quarrel between their Majesties ; not only because Bangkok is the 
best spot for observations, but also on account of the interest tu be 
derived from a visit to Siam. It is one of the oddest, laziest, and 
cheapest kingdoms in the world, and as yet but little known. Life is 
an easy dream in a realm where, for eighteenpence, you can buy a 
hundredweight of rice, and where the finest fruits of the earth grow 
in such profusion that the pigs are fed on mangves and pine-apples. 
The sleepy population, who have imported the Chinese to work and 
trade and manufacture fur them, can go everywhere by water, so tho- 
roughly has Nature provided abounding streams, rivers, and canals. 
They can make a house in a summer morning with bambvo and _ nina- 
palm, and the climate is so soft that a handkerchief or kitchen-tuwel 
is enough for them to wear. 

(DAILY NEWs.) 

The Siamese Kings have accomplished, apparently with success, that 
operation which we used to be told might have proved fatal to the 
Siamese twins—they have effected a separation. The two Kings 
quarrelled, and the First King getting the better, the Second declined 
to appeal to arms, disbanded his forces, and took refuge in the British 
Consulate. The two Kings of Siam are not twin and equal powers 
like the famous Sovereigns of Brentford, or some of the Roman Em- 
perors, in cases where two brothers agreed to go share and share alike 
in the business of government. Nor are they like Ferdinand and 
Isabella of Spain, or the “ Archdukes” of the later days of Spanish 
rule over the Netherlands. The Second King, in fact, is only a kind of 
first subject, who has inceed, a little Court and Ministers, and an army 
of his own, and is exempt from the duty of prostrating himself before 
the First King, but cannot make any application of the State revenues 
without the permission of his chief. Perhaps the system of govern- 
Ment may bo described as a good deal like that which pre- 
vailed in Japan down to the recent revolution from which so 
many remarkable results have already sprung. It is not impro- 
bable that out of the present quarrel in Siam and the flight of the 
Second King tothe protection of the British flag a complete readjust- 
ment of the somewhat cumbrous systern may arise. In a romance 
politely supposed to be descriptive of Eastern life, and which was al- 
most a classic in the days of our grandfathers, a ditliculty arose between 
two Eastern potentates, brothers if we remember rightly, who were 
trying to accomplish the difficult feat of ruling by divided and equal 
authority. Naturally they quarrelled. Thereupon one had a vision, 
in the course of which a voice declared to him that “ divided sway the 
power that reigns alone abhors, and gives to”’—we have forgotten the 
mame of the dreaming Prince—“the throne.” The other, however, 
declined to believe in the genuineness of this celestial proclamation, 
and the consejuences were perplexed and disastrous. The Second 
King in Siam has apparently accepted the veice of destiny with a wiser 
#ubmission. 
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THE PRESBYTERIAN MISSION TO THE FAR EAST. 

At the last meeting of the English Presbyterian Missiun held in the 
College-hall, Queen’s-square, the Clerk read a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Dale, resigning his charge at Singapore on account of the serious illness 
of bis wife, who was ordered to England. He stated that he much re- 
gretted this step, but was cumpelled to do so ; but that he intended to 
remain until a successor was appointed, which he hoped would be by 
the end of April of this year. A letter was also read from the congre- 
gation, in which a committee was named to obtain a suitable successor 
to Mr. Dale. The Rev. Dr. Fraser moved that Mr. Dale's resignation be 
accepted, and that his connection with the Presbytery continue till end 
of April. Dr. Fraser bore testimony to what Mr. Dale had done, and 
his prospects for the future. ‘This was seconded by Mr. H. M. Matheson, 
and agreed to. 

The Rev. Dr. Dykes reported on behalf of the committee appointed 
$0 consider the propriety of the cr_lination of a catechist in connection with 
the Singapore Mission, that, taking all the circumstances into considera- 
tion, it would be unwise todo so at present. 





BriTIsH RULE 1x Cxyvion.—In the course of the interview between 
the King of the Fiji Islands and Sir Hercules Robinson relative to the 
cession of the Islands to the British Crown, the following conversation, 
according to the Melbourne Argus, took place :—Sir Hercules Rubin- 
gon: As | have been given to understand that sume apprehension is 
felt that the operation of British laws upon a native population might 
be harsh, I wish to explain to you that there is not so much difficulty 
in the government of natives by Europeans as you might imagine. I 
‘was seven years in Ceylon, the native population of which island 
amounts to 3,000,000. [When this was translated, Cakobau expressed 

eat astonishment, and remarked that that was twenty times the popu- 

tion of Fiji.] Insome respects the natives of Ceylon are much behind 
the Fijians in civilisation, particularly in ‘that very few of them are 
Christians. In appearance and dress many of the Ceylon natives are 
very like Fijians. 1t was found that these natives of Ceylon could 
communicate their discontents and wishes to the Government through 
their chiefs, so that all evils were promptly remedied, and the people 
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were happy and content to live under British rule. Indeed, after about 
eighty years of British rule, it is preferred by the native pupulation to 
native rule. In the same way, the Fijian people could communicate 
their wants through their chiefs, and the system would work as well 
asin Ceylon.—The King : Iam very much interested to hear about 
Ceylon. <As to the harsh operation of the English law, peace and rest 
is what we want. These areour riches. No riches are to be compared 
with these in the opinion of our chiefs. Tumult and disquiet are 
poverty. Of course, in order to produce fruit, labour will be required, 
but such labour, under favourable conditions of government, will tend 
to the peace and prosperity of the people. Any Fijian chief who 
refuses to cede cannot have much wisdom. If matters remain as they 
are, Fiji will become like a piece of drift wood on the sea, to be picked 
up by the first passer-by. 





THe New York Times, in commerting upon the new Japanese Minis- 
ter at Washington, whuse presentation we have previvusly noticed, 
says :—The new Minister Plenipotentiary from Niphon, * Mr.’’ Yoshida, 
is getting installed in the Reeside House, at the corner of Mand Twenty- 
fourth streets. Educated at Rutgers College, New Jerscy, and for 
some years a resident in Old and New England, he specks English 
fluently, and will not, consequently, be humbugyed as his predecessors, 
Mori and Yano, have been. His wife is about three ana twenty years 
of aye, slender, almond-eyed, and graceful, with a wealth of hair, very 
black and coarse. She brought a wardrobe made by an Euglish mod iste 
at Yedo, with rolls of brocades, silks, and crapes, which heve excited 
much admiration among those who have seen them. These are tu be 
made up as wanted, «@ la mode, and a suit of eafé-cu-lait heavy silk is 
now being made here, with black velvet trimming, to be worn at the 
President’s New Year's reception, with a black velvet bonnet, the plume 
of which will match the colour of the silk. 


Dering the last two seasons a Russian expedition has been exploring 
in the extreme north of Siberia, about the vicinity of the lower Tun- 
guska and Olenck rivers. This region was a virgin field for research. 
It hes some distance to the west of the country visited by Middendort, 
and the natural features have been hitherto shown on maps in the 
vagucst fashion. Messrs. Chckanofsky and Muller, two Russians of 
scientific attainments, have now travelled northward along the water- 
parting of the Tunguska and Oleuek, and have made several important 
geographical discoveries, besides fixing several points. Their repurt was 
dated July 2, and they had not then reached the shores of the Arctic 
Ocean ; but there is every prospect of their having had time to do so 
since, and so making a hizhly interesting Journey, for our sole knowledge 
of this portion of the coast-line of Siberia is derived from the uncertain 
accounts of the surveyors despatched by the Empress Catherine to map 
out that limit of her dominions. 


A CORRESPONDENT of The Times, writing from St. Petersburg, says :— 
From the Far East we hear that the Chinese rebels who bad threav- 
ened to attack the Russian possessions on the Amoor River had 
actually crossed the frontier, and had reached the settlement of 
Shkolovaia, north of Vladivostok, in the Oussvuree district, but that 
they were attacked by the truops the Government had lately assembled, 
and that the result was, naturally, the dispersion of the undisciplined 
Chinese bands. As irruptions of this kind from the Chinese territories 
can hardly conduce to the rapid colonisation of the magnifivent Amvuor 
country by peaceful settlers, it is probable that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will be advised to pay sume attention tu the good Gevernment of 
this part of Manchivoria. 


A MEETING of the Anglo-Oriental Society for the Suppression of the 
Opium Trade will be held to-morrow ,( 19th inst.', at the “ Friends’ 
Meeting-house,” Bishopsy.ate-street, from six to seven P.M. A circalor 
issued by the Society says :—“ Our object is to urge that the British 
Government should entirely disconnect itself from and discourage the 
opium traffic, at the same time restoring to the Chinese Government 
perfect independence of action tv deal with opium in any way it may 
please.” An executive committee has already been formed, and many 
persons have given their names for a general council to take measures 
to bring the subject befure the public and impress upon the Govern- 
ment the necessity of remedial! legislation. 

THE well-known travelling Special Artist of the Justrate? London 
News, Mr. William Simpson, is to give four lectures, in the Corporation 
Galleries at Glasgow, at the request of the trustees of the local Aca- 
demy for the Fine Arts. He will dsscuas the history of ancient Egyp- 
tian, Assyrian, Greek, Hindoo, Buddhist, Mohammedan, Chinese, and 
Japanese art, having studied their monuments all over the East, from 
the Nile and the Bosphorous to the Ganges and Upper Indus, and 
thence to Peking and Yeo,

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CONSULAR REPORTS ON THE TRADE OF JAPAN. 
The Reports from Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan for 


the year 1873 have been issued. 
YEDO 

Mr. Vice-Consul Dohmen, in his report, savs :— 

In carrying out the Consular instructions relative to annual report 
on trade, commerce, and navigation, I can only say generally that thi* 
Vice-Consular district offers little or no infurmation in this respect 
which can be of any practical use, either to Her Majesty’s Government, 

or to the mercantile community. / 

As explained in a former report, the nort of Yedo not being open to 
foreign trade, all foreign goods fur, and all exports to foreign countries 
from, this market have to pass threugh the Custum-house of Yoke- 
hama, and are included, therefore, in the trade returns of the Consular 
district of Kanagawa. Heuce norcliable statistics of the local trans- 
actions between foreign and native merchants are obtainable here. 
Moreover, there is no foreign trade of any consequence carried on here. 
The few foreign merchants who, on the upening of the city to foreign 
trade, have tried the experiment of opening establishments at this 
place, have found it to be an unremunerative speculatiun, and have, 
with the exception of two (non-English) firms, withdrawn from this 
market. 

The expectations that were at one time entertained that the railwav 
between Yedo and Yokohama would effect an improvement in the 
direct trade with the capital, have not been realised ; on the contrary, 
the little trade that was done previous to the opening of the railway, 
has since been transferred to Yukchama. This is explained by the cir- 

-cumstance that, owing to the great convenience and cheapness of tra- 
velling between the two places, the native merchant of Yedo now 
makes all his purchases of foreign goods at Yokohama, where he finds 
@ great variety of articles, and, probably, cheaper prices than om the 
spot. The consequence is that the foreign Settlement of Yedo has be- 
come literally deserted. 

But while direct fureign trade has diminished, the number of foreign 
residents has been steadily on the increase for the last four years. A 

reference to the register of the Vice-Consulate shows the number of 

British residents to have been three in 1871, 48 in 1872, and 115 in 

1873, while for this year it already amounts to 154. 

I have nothing new to report with regard to public works of this 
district. It is true that a small portion of the town is being rapidly 
transformed into a semi-European quarter, but it is not contemplated 
by the instructions that I should report on such matters. I should, 
however, have liked to furnish some details respecting the novements 
of the Japanese steamers plying between Yedo and the principal ports 
along the coast of Japan, as also about the operations of the two or 
three native banks that have of late been established here ; but the 
information which a foreigner is able to obtain on all matters of com- 
merce and industry from native sources is so incomplete and unreliable 
that it would serve no good purpose were I to record the result of my 
inquiries on these subjects. Moreover, foreign merchants take little 
or no interest in such native enterprises ; hitherto, Japanese steamers, 
as well as Japanese banking establishments, are intended only for the 
accommodation of the natives themselves. ; 

YOKOHAMA. 

The import figures for 1873 are $19,535,758, and the export 
figures $15,095,218, giving a total of $34,630,976, being 
$523,040 in excess of 1873. 

In imports—Cotton manufactures exhibit a decrease of 
$1,460,742 ; woollens, a decrease of $1,928,274 ; mixed cottons 
and woollens. an increase of $1,188,701 ; arms and ammunition, 
an increase of $126,791 ; metals, an increase of $251,171 ; mis- 
cellaneous (foreign), an increase of $1,221,485 ; miscellaneous 
(local), an increase of $73,501. 

In exports—Silk shows a decrease of $127,844; silkworm- 
egg-cards, an increase of $1,111,573 ; tea, an increase of $278,316 ; 
copper, an increase of $236,423 ; miscellaneous, an increase of 
$24,785. 

The export of silk for the year 1873 shows 11,869 piculs 
48 catties, valued at $7,050,656, against 10,252 piculs, valued at 
$7,158,500, exported in 1872. 

The year opened unfavourably for exporters. Highly dis- 
couraging news from the home markets and the unwillingness 
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of Japanese silk dealers to accept any reduction on the high 
closing prices of December, almost put a stop to business. 

Mr. Consul Robertson remarks :— 

The cloze of 1872 showed a considerable increase in the consump- 
tion of many kinds of goods, especially cotton and woollen mixtures, 
which, for the most part, were readily saleable at a fair profit. On the 
supposition that this demand would not only continue, but probably 
increase, orders for more geods were sent home, which proved, however, 
to be far in excess of the requirements of the country. The increase 
in the stock of French mousselines, consequent upon the excessive im- 
portation, has been latterly a serious loss to importers. While on this 
subject I cannot help mentioning that the French and German manu- 
facturers seem to be running English manufacturers very hard in the 
production of certain guvds specially adapted for this market. The 
clever and careful way in which patterns are imitated is an example 
well worthy of attention. The present position of the import trade 
of this port is far from healthy, and were it not that there are so few 
channels open for the employment of capital in other directions, I 
feel certain that many of our merchants would be glad to relinquish 
this branch of the trade altogether, except on commission for others. 
The keen competition here, the facilities afforded by banks, the easy 
syste. of financing at home, the want of sufficiently large enough 
markets to tuke off the enormous production of Lancashire and York- 
shire all militate against the import trade being a successful one. 
Moreover, by means of the telegraph, though still in imperfect working 
order, goods, for which there is any demand, or of which the stock is 
small, can be sent for and laid down in three-and-a-half to four months, 
thus at once counteracting any benefit which in former days might 
have accrued in consequence of the length of the voyage attendant 
upon sailing ships. Indeed it is not necessary to go to Europe for 
supplies, as on the least margin of profit being shown China is only too 
ready to supply Yokohama with any goods she may have suitable for 
this market, Hong Kong answering any demand for yarn, whilst Shang- 
hai soon responds to any inquiry for shirtings. , 

On the subject of silkworm evg cards, he says :— 

There were exported in 1873 1,409,537 carda, valued at $3,032,360, 
against 1,280,525 cards, valued at $1,920,787, exported in 1872. Iam 
inclined to think, however, that the valuation placed by me on the ex- 
port for 1372 was too low, namely, $1 50-50 per card, and that $2 40-00 
would huve been a fairer valuation, thus giving $3,073,260 as the value 
of the export for that year. 

The tea exported in 1873 amounted to 11,339,446 Ibs., valued at 
$3,539,941, against, exported in 1872, 11,663,333 Ibs., valued at 
$3,061,625. 

In 1873 eighty-seven British vessels, with a tonnage of 75,176 tons, all 
with cargoes, entered the port, against eighty-eight vessels with a tonnage 
of 59,811 tons, entering in 1872. The increase in entries with cargo ton- 
nage for the past year is 16,879 tons over 1872, but with numerically 
ony ship less. The clearances in 1573 amounted to thirty-six vessels, 
with a tonnage of $1,419 tons, against fifty-seven vessels with a ton- 
nage of 30,893 tons clearing in 1872. All the clearances in 1873 were 
with cargo, while of the clearances for 1872, fifty-five ships, with a ton- 
nage of 33,475 tons, were with cargves, the remainder clearing m 
ballast. There is a decrease, therefure, for the past year total under 
the clearances, of twenty-one vessels, with a tonnage of 8,474 tons, and 
of those with cargoes of nineteen vessels, with a tonnage of 7,056 tons 
as compared with 1872. 





HakopDaDI. 

There is an increase in the foreign tonnage figures for this 
year, attributable to the Pacific mail steamships visiting this 
port not only more regularly but more frequently than last 
year, very nearly one-half of the ships’ total being Pacific mail 
steamers. 

There is a decrease in the imports this year of £46,409, owing 
to the natives having imported so largely in their own vessels. 
The exports show a decrease also, the figures showing a falling 
off of £19,541. This is to be accounted for by the fact that the 
natives export on their own account both in their own and 
foreign vessels. 

Mr. Consul Eusden makes the following remarks in his re- 
port :— 

But poor progress has been made towards the colonisation of this 
island, started five yeara ago. I hear of no more arrivals of colonists. 
A new road has been made from Hakodadi to Mow, and from Moruran 
to Tatsporo, the new capital of this island, but there are rumours now 
that this latter is to be given up, as it is found to be inconvenient and 
inaccessible in winter, on account of the bad state of the roads. 

Postal communication with Yedo has been considerably improved, 
and is performed pretty regularly in ten days between the two places, a 
small steamer communicating with Awamai three times a week, each 
time taking over and bringing back numbers of Japanese, who, I am 
informed, come over here in the first instance to purchase foreign goods, 
which are to be found in every shop, some of which deal in nothing but 
foreign imports. 

It has always been surmised there was gold in this island, but the 
spot was unknown, and it was strenuously denied by the officials. 
A visitor to Hakodadi, on his way to Tagholin, vid this island, has told 
me that he came across a party, consisting of four Japanese and five 
Ainos, busy washing guid on Government account. This was at Toful, 
in the Tokeby or Biro district, about 160 ri from here on the eastern 
coast. The gold is found in the sea-sand all along the beach for miles, 
which is covered with thick layers of this black oriferous sand. The 
simple process consists in taking up a small basket of sand, washing its 
contents by the seaside, and collecting the gold, which is prevented 
from running off by a small sieve at the bottom of such basket. The 
said gentleman saw specimens of gold taken at different places, all 
being equally fine and rich samples. The Ainos ride over these fields 
of treasure, little knowing what they are trampling under foot. 
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H10co AND OSAKA. 

The value of the total trade of the port of Hiogo in foreign 
vessels, excluding treasure, was £1,773,664 ; while that of 
Osaka was £273,226. The total number of vessels entered and 
cleared amounted to 300, representing a tonnage of 417,068 tons. 

We find the following remarks on Hiogo :— 

A good building for the Municipal Hall and offices, with police- 
station, small prison, and permanent sheds for fire-engines and water- 
carts have been erected in a central part of the foreign settlement. 
As no assistance could be obtained from the Governor to secure for the 
settlement a supply of pure water from the waterfall without our con- 
senting that this should become an unreasonable speculation of sume 
natives, it was decided that five large covered wells should be sunk in 
the most convenient parts of the settlement. These have been satis- 
factorily completed, and each of them can freely supply two powerful 
fire-engines, working simultaneously. 

Trees and grass have greatly improved the appearance of our bund, 
and our small but fine park is now kept in perfect order. The public 
garden would also have been laid out long ago had it not been for the 
characteristic and patient perseverance with which Japanese study and 
insist upon all possible means which they think will eventually free 
them from carrying into effect obligations originally contracted. But 
this is not to be wondered at if we consider that the Convention re- 
specting the right of foreigners to lease land within certain limits at 
this port like natives has for years past successfully been treated as a 
dead letter by the Japanese Government. 

The Municipal Council has contracted for the lighting of the Settle- 
ment with gas frum the works of an English company, which are being 
rapidly erected. Some fine dwelling-houses and godowns were erected 
last year, and building still continues on the foreign Settlement. The 
rapid increase of the native town is astonishing. Fairly drained and 
wide streets, at nght angles, now divide the Kobe part of the town 
into large blocks, where many houses in foreign style are erected. On 
the hill slopes behind the town and Settlement comparatively good 
roads have also been made on acheap principle, which will consequently 
prove expensive owing to constant repairs. But this appears to be the 
rule for Government works in Japan, the exception being those for 
which foreign skill and advice have been accepted. 

A patent slip for ships up to 1,000 tons is being constructed under 
the superintendence of a French engineer, for the Government, quite 
adjacent to their foundry on the west side of the Kobe Bay, which has 
for some time been in good working order. 

Of Osaka, Mr. Consul Gower says :— 

The population, according to the census taken in 1872, is set down at 
530,885 inhabitants ; there is also a large fluctuating population. There 
are In Osaka 1,380 Buddhist temples, and 530 Shinté shrines. The 
neighbouring city of Kidto returns 567,334 inhabitants, with 3,514 
Buddhist temples, and 2,413 Shinté shrines. The bridges in Osaka are 
stated to number 1,251, and annually cost large sums to keep them in 
repair. Osaka possesses a large arsenal, where all kinds of guns are 
cast, and gun-carriages and appurtenances manufactured. 

Osaka contains seventy-two pritnary schools, one college, and one 
ecademy, which are attended by about 10,000 pupils. The college and 
academy are under the direction of six English teachers. There is 
also a school for girls under the care of a foreign instructress. 

The garrison of Osaka usually comprises eight battalions of foot 
soldiers (640 men and 100 officers form a battalion), also two companies 
of artillery. Some regiments of cavalry are sometimes quartered here. 

I may mention, as an interesting fact, that Divine service, in the 
Japanese language, is daily performed in the neat little church belong- 
ing tothe American Missionary Society. It is well attended by the 
natives, and the responses are given by them from translations into 
Japanese of the Book of Common Prayer. 

NaGasaKI. 

The value of imports amounts to $1,626,775, against $1,856,549 
of the previous year, showing a decrease of $129,774. 

With regard to exports, tea ‘shows a heavy falling off, which 
may be accounted for by the fact that at the commencement of 
the year stocks of the previous season’s tea still unsold were 
smaller than usual, the bulk of the purchases of 1872 having been 
made earlier than is often the case. Shipments during the first 
portion of the year under review were therefore necessarily limi- 
ted, and the bareness of the market here, and favourable advices 
from home, caused higher prices to rule. The native dealers here, 
anticipating that equally good or better rates would be obtain- 
able for the new crop, made their contrasts with the producers 
upon a high basis, so that when the new leaf came to market, 
the offers of foreign buyers, based upon a depressed state of 
things in London and New York, were much below the expecta- 
tions of the natine holders. 

Tobacco shows a falling off in the year’s export of $228,998, the 
export for 1872 amounting to $374,108, while that for the past 
year is only $145,110. Somewhat similar causes to those above- 
named may be adduced to account for the large deficiency. At 
the commencement of the vear stocks of old leaf were but small, 
and the heavy shipments of 1872 not having arrived in sufficient 
quantity to overstock the London market, prices there had not 
yet experienced the serious decline which eventualiy took place. 

Writing about coal, Mr. Consul Flowers says :— 


I need not remark that one of the principal articles of trade in Na- 
gasaki is coal, and it is a pity to see 80 many of the mines in the vicinity 
of this port still remain undeveloped. 

The Takashima mine has not falsified the predictions made of her 
producing qualities, A large increase has taken place in the produc- 
tion of coal, from 41,300 tons in 1872 to 82,460 in 1873. 

Should the Takashima mine ever get exhausted, the supply ean be 
kept up from other mines in the neighbourhood. 
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The Island of Koyaki, at the mouth of this harbour, contains ma 3 
seams of cual, which for a great many years have been worked int 
mittently by Japanese from the outcrops by inclined drifts. Thee 9 
was carried up on men’s backs in baskets, and the water was ruised 
means vf bamboo pumps, or water-wheels, when in great quantity. 
There iz one seam at Koyaki of very good bituminous cval of five feet, 
another of seven feet thick, besides minor seams. Several of the mines 
on this island have been abandoned during the past year, on accvunt 
of not having proper appliances to work them. The cva! having been 
all got from some distance from the outcrop, the raising of water, and 
the maintenance of ventilation, by the Japanese method, being too-dif- 
ficult and expensive, the output from these mines must steadily de- 
crease, and ultimately disappear, unless some improved Eurupean sys- 
tem of working is adopted. 

270 British vessels have entered and cleared during 1873, of a ton- 
nage of 109,853 tons, against 211 vessels of 72,458 tons in 1872, which 
shows an increase of 59 vessels, of 37,395 tons, in favour of last year. 
The preponderance of this shipping has been engaged in the cual trade, 
preference being given to steamers for light freight. The total ammount 
of tonnage, British and foreign, entered and cleared, has been 501,155 
tons, against 477,376 tons of the previous year, showing an increase of 
53,779 tons. 


SIAM. 

The Report of Consul-General Knox at Bangkok for the year 
1873 has been issued. It contains a carefully tabulated state- 
ment of the shipping, import, and export returns, and is accom- 
panied by the following remarks :— 

Three very unfavourable seasons—the first caused by an excess, the 
other two by a scarcity, of rain, have had a very injurious effect on 
the commerce of this country. There is a decrease in the amounts of 
rice and sugar exported during the last year when compared with the 
amounts exported in 1871-72. This comparison will not, however, show 
what has really been the loss sustained by this country, for I have every 
reason to believe that a considerably larger area of Jand was put under 
cultivation in order to produce the crops of rice and sugar for 1873 
than was the case in previous years. But though the rice-crop in most 
of the districts in which it is grown is certainly not a third of what 
was expected, yet owing to the very great excess of production over 
what is required for consumption in the courftry the people appear to 
have ample stores of food. It is also believed that the loss sustained 
even by the poorer cultivators is not such as to compel them to sell 
their buffaloes and cattle, and that they will therefore be able to re- 


tain them for the production of future crops. 


The teak exported is in excess of previous years, though the want of 
rain allowed but a very small portion of what was ready on the banks 
to be floated out by the various creeks which lead into the Menam. 
There is, therefore, every probability that we shall see a large quantity 
of this valuable timber brought down to Bangkok during the rainy 
season of this year. There has also been a larger amount of teel seed 
exported than has been the case in previous years. This country ap- 
pears to have many facilities for its production, and as the demand in 
Europe increases with every year it may become a valuable article of 
export. 

The import trade also shows a serious diminution in almost every 
article. This must always be the case when the crops in Siam are bad, 
as the people are too poor to pay for such articles as they require ex- 
cept with the produce of their last crop. The shipping returns show 
that about one-half of both imports and exports were carried in British 
vessels, which far exceeded in number those of any other foreign na- 
tion. 

As the Siamese Government continue to issue acoin unique as to its 
value, and as it is also well known that it has been very much de- 
based of late years, it cannot be used except in this country. A new 
mint is now in the course of being erected, and we are promised a 
coin which shall be up to a certain standard. Unless, however, this 
Government exercises a more complete supervision over the officers 
employed in their mint than has hithorto been the case, either in this 
or any other public business, no improvement can be expected. 


A BERLIN correspondent says that the report of Mr 
MAERTENS, Silk Inspector of Shanghai, has been made 
public by the German Government. Mr. MAERTENS states 
that the consumption of raw silk in Germany, especially 
in the Rhenish districts, is so considerable that a direct 
trade would be unquestionably beneficial, and recommends 
that henceforth the London market may be evaded. There 
is a line of steamers plying direct between Hamburg and 
China, by which the goods could be forwarded at easy 
rates, and there are German bankers in China, by whose 
intervention money transactions may be effected. In ad- 
dition to this recommendation, Mr. MAERTENS suggests 
the importation of German spinning machinery into China 
and the establishment of German spinning works on the 
spot. 


His Masgesty the King of Sram has forwarded letters 
to the Royal Astronomical and the Royal Societies in- 
viting them to send out astronomers to observe the total 
eclipse of the sun on the 5th of April next. His Masesty 
has expressed his intention to consider the visitors as his 
private guests, and he will provide for their entertainment’ 
andtransport. The Royal Society has appointed acommittee 
to consider the question of securing observations on the 
eclipse. 
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THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY.

The Pacific Mail steamship enterprise is in a fair way to suffer un- 
merited discredit on account of the scandalous misconduct of some of 
its past managers—just coming to light. The Stockwell Government, 


under which the matters now under investigation arose, is no longer | 


in power, and the real guilty persons cannot be reached by any penalties 
it is in the power of Congress to inflict. Besides, the prospect of ob- 
taining any trustworthy information as to the disposition made of the 
@€normous sums paid by the company and expended by Irwin, osten- 
sibly to influence Congress, has almost disappeared. The natural in- 
ference is that the money was used directly as a corruption fund, and 
that the reticence of the witness comes from his anxiety to shield those 
who yielded to the seductions of his full purse ; but it is not the only 
inference permissible. Men sometimes refuse to testify when their 
evidence would criminate themselves, and one is quite as much justified 
in the supposition that Irwin embezzled the whole sum entrusted to 
him, as in a suspicion that it was divided among representatives and 
senators. If Irwin has anything discreditable to himself to conceal, 
his tactics must be confessed to be very shrewdly conceived. 

Whatever view may be taken of this affuir of the contumacious wit- 
nesx,—and at present nobody is entitled to put forth any theory with 
confidence,—the course of the corporation, which was the prime offender, 
ean only be characterised as most disgraceful. There could be no leyiti- 
mate use for three quarters of a million dollars in procuring legislation. 
The sum appropriated and expended must have been intended as a 
corruption fund, into whatever hands it may have been placed. 


gress, Whether the subsidy was obtained with or without the help of 
money. We are told that the Pacific Mail Company is the only great 
steamship line flying the American flag. That is true, and for that rea- 
son there was the less necessity for the use of an immense corruption 
fund in Washington, and the less reason for believing that it was used 
as such by the lobby charged with the expenditure. It is the misfor- 
tune of tke company and its great enterprise that it was ever allowed 
to pass into the control of speculators, Whose theory of Lusiness and of 
legislation is that every man has his price. That has been the rock 
upon which many fortunes have gone to wreck. 

The losses of the Pacific line in the last three years have been com- 
pared by a discuonsolate stuckholder to a succession of defeats in battle. 
The prosperity of the company was almost uninterrupted down to the 
end of the administration of Allen McLane, about November, 1871. 
The internal affairs of the company were admirably, economically and 
honestly administered, and its dealings with other corporations and 
individuals were such as to keep it out of difficulties and injurious 
competition ; but the mument the chief operations of the company 
passed from the ocean to the boisterous seas of Wall-street, and fell 
into the hands of “stock-gamblers,” everything was changed. The 
old officers and the old agents were put ont, and new seamen, new 
capfains and new agents, all in harmony with the new order of things, 
were appointed. Nv one can say that they have not made a brilliant 
Tun of it, for the ocean ia illuminated with their burning ships, and 
Wall-street is astonished by the magnificence of the stock operations 
of its officers and managing directors. 

Nine noble vessels of the line in all have been lost—the San Francisco, 
the Goldea City and the Golden Gate previous to 1871. The later re- 
cord runs as follows :—In 1472 the Licurille, chartered by the company, 
was burned at sea during her passage from New York toward Aspin- 
wall, and nineteen lives were lost. A week later the America was 
burned in Yokvhama harbour, and two months subsequently the Gua- 
temalau was wrecked on the Mexican coast, twenty-three persons perish- 
ing. In the November following the Sacramento was lost on a recf off 
the Lower California coast. Last July the City of Guatemala was 
stranded on the Bahamas. The Alaska still remains ashore near Aber- 
deen, Hong Kong, whither she was driven iu the typhoon of last August, 
and now we have advices to the etfect that the Japan has been burned 
off the coast of Niphon, This latest calamity took place last Thursday, 
when the vessel was sixty miles from the port of Yokohama, and many 
lives were lust. The Japan was one of the old-fashioned side-wheel 
wooden steamers, and a craft of very considerable tonnage. Her place 
was to have been supplied by the City of Peking, now on her way to San 
Francisco. 


THE PACIFIC MAIL INVESTIGATION. 


The inquiry into the Pacific Mail scandal was resumed at New York 
on 28th December. Mr. Cole, president of the American Exchange 
Bank, was the first witness examined in reference to the deposits made 
by Mr. Irwin in the bank. He testified that on the 29th of May last 
two strangers entered the American Exchange Bank, and one of them 
presented a cheque for $115,000, signed by Colonel Irwin. He asked 
the presenter of the cheque what his name was, but this he refused to 
disclose. The amount was paid and the parties left, followed by a 
Messenger, who saw them enter the Park Bank. On sending to the 
Park Bank, Mr. Cole found that the man who drew the cheque from the 
American Exchange Bank gave his name as Kinz, and stated that he 
was postmaster of the Houseof Representatives at Washington. Another 
sum of $275,000 was drawn from the Marine Bank on a cheque sent for 
the amount on the same day ; of the $390,000 paid on that day, $99,000 
was paid by certified cheques, and the remainder in notes. 

This occurred in May, 1572. Thesums Mr. Irwin deposited to that 
date were only small sums, ranging from $1,000 to §4.000. On the 
27th May three sums, viz., $100,000, $100,000, and $125,000, were 
drawn by different persons on certified cheques made payable to bearer 
and signed by Mr. Irwin. The large deposit of $735,000 was made on 
the 25th May. The two men who came for money on the 29th May 
appeared to know each other very well. Witness thought he could 
easily recognise King, but could not identify the other person. At the 
time of this large deposit ly Irwin witness ascertained that the sum 
wis deposited in cheques of the Pacific Mail Company. About one year 
after Mr. King had drawn the first sum of money from the American

Samuel J. Harriott, banker and broker, and a member of the bank- 
ing firm of Harrictt and Noyes, testified that he had been five years in 
the business ; knew Stockwell, but not Irwin ; during the year 1872 
| he had bought and suld stock of the Pacitic Mail Company and Panama 
| Railroad fur him. A cheque numbered 2,365 was handed him to re- 

cognise, which he failed to do. The cheque was dated May 24, 1872. 
On that date witness received no stock from the Pacitic Mail Company. 
After referring to his books witness stated that on the 21st of May, 
| 1872, there was an entry of S228,750.98 for 4,700 shares of Pacitic Mail 
| to the credit of A. B. Stockwell. No other sum from either Irwin or 
Stockwell was received from the 21st of May to the 4th of June, inclu- 
sive. On the 15th of May the firm delivered 5,000 shares of Pacific 
Mail stock, for which they received $433,602.50 in cheques from the 
‘company. These were all the transactions which occurred with the 
firm in the month of May. Witness did not know Irwin at all. 
| Never sold stocks for the Pacific Mail individually, but only for Stock- 
well. On the 9th of September, sume vear, Stockwell deposited a 
| cheque on the National Kank of Commonwealth for $500,000, This 
i cheque was dated September 7. The cheque was indorsed on its face 
| A. B. Stockwell and Harriott and Noyes. On examining his books wit- 
ness stated that the entry on September 9 was Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company exchanged 3500,000, Mr. Stockwell had for this a cheque 
from the firm on the Continental Bank for $507,547.95. The aceount 
closed for that year on the 2nd of November, 1872. On the 15th of 
May, 1872, the highest mnarket price of Pacitie Mail stock was $53; 21st 





of May, 855; 24th of May, 814; 27th of May, 774: 3let of May, 75; and 
15th of June, 69. 

The committee retired into a private session to examine the bovks of 
the tirm of Harriott and Noyes with regard to the accounts of other 
parties with the firm. After the session had been declared open, the 
exainination was continued. 

The witness was told by Mr. Hatch that on the 4th of May, 1872, a 
cheque for $650,000 had been deposited with the firm by R. B. Irwin, 
but this witneas said that it was not deposited, and was not entered on 
their books. On the Lith of May a cheque of the company, credited 
to Mr. Stockwell for stock valued at $453,612.50 was deposited. On 
the 21st of May a cheque for $228,275.83. and another for $1,515 were 
deposited, both for 4,700 shares of Pacitic Mail stuck. On the same 
date cheques were received from Mr. Markham to the amount of 
$831,250 for stock. 

Horace E. Merrill wes sworn, and testified to the authenticity and 
correctness of a statement made by him, showing the highest and 
lowest quotations of Pacific Mail stock, from the loth of May to the 
15th of June, 1872. 

Mr. Delamater, cashier of the Marine National Bank, testified that 
he had held that position since 1561. Being asked with reference to 
two strangers who were followed to his bank by Mr. Clark, witness 
desired to refresh his memory from the books of the bank and was 
allowed to appear at a future time for examination, 

J. G,. Worth, cashier of the Park National Bank since 1863, testified 
that he knew Mr. King, but was not very intimate with him; bad 
learned from the note-teller that King had taken out notes on deposit 
amounting to $115,000 or thereabouts, in May, 1872. 

Thomas Ellis, note-teller of the Park National Bank, testified that 
on May 30 he received from Mr. King $112,500, to be used as follows : 
$16,000 to be placed in St. Paul Bank, Minneapolis, Minnesota ; 
$15,000 to pay a note about to reach maturity ; $1,000 to be placed to 
the credit of St. Paul Bank of Minnesota, and had also issued six cer- 
titicates of depusit at his instance, amounting in the aggregate to 

$56,459.17, issued to the order of William 8. King.

THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY. 
A correspondent of the New York Herald, writing from Yedo, upon 


the subject of the settlement of the Formosa difficulty, says :—The news. 


of the successful termination of tle conferences in Peking has been 
welcomed throughout Japan with the liveliest satisfaction. The pro- 
spect of war was never attractive, except toa certain small and irre- 
sponsible class, which had neither oppoytunity nor inclination to esti- 
mate the possible consequence of so grave an event. Among the higher 
officers of the Government, as well as the people at large, there was 
always an earnest desire to avvid an actual conflict, but at the same 
time a rigid determination to maintain in the firmest manner the posi- 
tion assumed at the outset of the Formosa difficulties, and to vindicate 
the just claims of Japan at whatever hazard of peril or sacrifice. Thus, 
while the negotiations of the Commissioners in China were all directed 
toward a pacific solution of the questiuns at isssne, the energies of the 
authorities at home were applied to preparing the most thorough means 
of meeting the issue in ease hostilities could not be honourably averted. 
- The inhabitants of every degree, including the Emperor and his family, 
the nobles and the wass of the peuple, offered voluntary contributions 
to the extent of their ability for the support of the administration in 
the contemplated crisis. Large bodies of citizens enrolled themselves, 
Without solicitation or suggestion, ax volunteer troops, and urgently 
petitioned for the acceptance of their services in the field. Throughout 
the entire progress of affiirs there were many who looked to no other 
result than that which has happily arrived, and these, perhaps, find the 
most genuine satisfaction of all in the existing condition of things. But 
among the whole peuple there is hardly a voice of diseontent, either 
with the final arrangement or the means by which it was secured. 

The /four says :—Of course, there are the Chinese and the Japanese 
views of the treaty ; but in any case it is an unquestionable triumph 
for the younger, more vigorous, and more enlightened nation, Japan. 
It is true that Okubo has recognised the complete sovereignty of China 
over the rich and beautiful island of Formosa, a sovereignty which 
both geographical reasons and prior occupation would naturally give 
to that empire. But in return the Chinese admit the crucial point in 
the contention, which is that rights correspond to duties, and that 
sovereignty can never be coupled with a disclaimer of responsibility. 
Moreover, they agree to pay a sum of money to the Japanese Govern- 
ment. The amount is inadequate, and to save the pride of the Peking 
mandarins it has been left doubtful whether the money is meant to be 
a kind of indemnity in the proper sense of the word—that is a refund 
ing of the expenses of the Japanese expedition, or whether it is only 
a compensation to the families of the murdered seamen—or a mere 
equivalent fur the Japanese outlay ia house-building and road-making 
in Formosa. Still, the fact remains that, whether the Chinese amende 
be sufficient or not, it is a manifest confession of error made by a stiff- 
necked and absurdly arrogant Power ; and with the Chinese a confession 
of error means not so much an act of sincere repentance as a discovery of 
military and naval weakness. China has always affected to despise Japan 
as a parrenu, and as a mere borrower from the Celestial Empire in reli- 
gion and literature. To the starched diplomatists of Peking the recent 
action of Japan must have seemed like political blasphemy, and there 
are, therefore, only two explanations of the late humiliation of the Im- 
perial Government. The cardinal reason is that, so far from advancing, 
China has, if anything, retrograded within the last twenty years, whereas 
Japan is making daily preparations for its future incorporation into the 
charmed circle of civilised netions. Japan has broken the neck of feudal 
despotism, and done it, some may think strangely, by the aid of a 
theccracy. It has never been crushed by the leaden weight of Con- 
fucian pedantry and materialista, and is now able, in virtue of its in- 
ternal administration— which, though far from perfect, is much better 
than that of China—and from its strength at sea and in the field, to 
cope with and even to dictate terms to the Imperial Government. The 
secondary cause of the pacific attitude of China is believed to be the 
jealuusy which the Peking Court feel towards the head of the Execu- 
tive, Li-Hung-Chang. This powerful Mayor of the Palace is Chinese in 
blood, and therefore no friend of the Tartar dynasty. Had he headed 
the war party, it is possible that China might have attained a signal 
victory over Japan, but it was feared that in the moment of his triumph 
he might stir up a rebellion, aud turn his sword against his Tartar 
master. Hence, it is rumoured, the young Emperor elected to yield to 
_ the demands of a forcign Power rather than risk an insurrection 
fostered by his own nominal servants and subjects. 

The Pall Mall has the fullowing upon the settlement of the Formosa 
difficulty :—The quarrel between the two nearest relations of the Sun 
and Moon has at last come to an enl without any exchange of blows, 
save such as the savage aboriginvs of Formosa received and well de- 
served at the hands of the Japanese. And so far the end of it is satis- 
factory. The principals and tne mediator have each come out as well 
as the circumstances would admit. To the latter especially, who as 
Her Majesty's Envoy made his good offices acceptable to both parties, 
great praise is justly due : not so much, perhaps, for the actual terms 
secured as for the service he rendered by extricating both the Chinese 
and Japanese from an embarrassing and untenable position, and one 
which without such aid might have proved a source of international 
difficulties with other Powers. Mr. Wade, by his intervention and its 
results, has shown that the British representative at Peking had the 
confidence not only of the Tsunyli Yamen at Peking, but also of the 
Japanese Plenipoteutiary, or nothing useful could have been effected. 
As tu the exact terms of the compromise finally accepted, the Japanese 
come out with flying colours, and the Chinese have gained release from 
a troublesome contest for which they were in no degree prepared. The 
chicf danger now is that the Japanese will not be sutticiently thankful 
for their escape with honour and credit out of an ill-judged expedition, 
which might have cost tbem both in life and money far more than they 
conternplated, and have ended in national defeat and humiliation. We 
hope it may not be so, and that they will in future be more cautious 
and better inclined to follow the first part of Polonius’s advice, and 
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“beware of entrance to a quarrel ;” the latter portion of his counsel 
they have sufficiently shown their readiness to adopt, and have proved 
its wisdom. 

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Baron de Lesseps has addressed a letter to the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, of which the following is an extract :— 

“M. le Ministre,s—We have learnt that the Commission instituted at 
Constantinople with the object of drawing up a scheme of judicial or- 
ganisation in Egypt has just terminated its labours. The company of 
the Suez Canal from the beginning assisted the Khedive in his endea- 
vour toestablish in his country the Tribunalsinutended to judge the dis- 
putes between nativesand Europeans. Just as this matter was on the 
point of being settled, the Administrative Council of the Suez Canal 
begged that I would make known to your Excellency their hope that 
the adhesion of France would consecrate the solution proposed by the 
Comission of Constantinople. In transmitting to you the expression 
of these sentiments, [ think it my duty, M. le Ministre, to recall to you 
summarily our motives fur desiring that the negotiations conducted by 
the Egyptian Government may have a favourable issue. The new 
judicial organisation is intended to regulate the dealings of natives and 
Europeans, dealings which could not be foreseen at atime when the 
Europeans, who were in small numbers, lived apart and did not take 
part in the active life of the country. French establishments were only 
to be seen at certain points and in certain parts of the Empire. Every 
acquisition of real property was forbidden to Europeans. They were 
separated from the population which surrounded them by the most 
absolute lines of demarcation. They had their quarters, their laws, and 
distinct judges... At present, Egypt. under the enlightened rule of Is- 
mail Pasha, has resolutely entered upon the path of progress, and it 
asks Europe to help it to persevere in it. The European population, 
which in 1836 did not exceed 3,000, is at this moment 200,000 strong. 
Considerable amounts of French capital have been invested, especially 
in the Suez Canal undertaking ; Euroneans have the right of possessing 
real property, and the Suez Society is working on ground on which 
towns arerising. From this new order of things has come the need of 
a serious and uniform code of laws completing the capitulations, 
while respecting and maintaining the guarantees of individual security 
and liberty already enjoyed by Europeans. The actual state of the 
distribution of justice in Egypt has become incompatible with the con- 
ditions of internal order, of the security of property, the development 
and harmony of all legitimate interests, cither national or foreign, 
which exist in this country. The insufficiency of local tribunals on 
one side, the multiplicity of Consular jurisdictions on the other, create 
every day the most grievous difficulties, It is after this had been 
understood by the different Powers that a Commission assembled at 
Constantinople. In sanctioning the result of the labours of this Com- 
mission, France, after having had the glory of protecting by the capi- 
tulations the commerce of the Western Empire, will also have the 
honour of favouring the development of this commerce by the instita- 
tion of laws protecting all rights, and encouraging the Egyptian Go- 
vernment to give its assistance to the fusion of interests which had 
hitherto been in opposition. From several points of view the Suez 
Company will be the first to feel the benefit of the projected judicial 
organisation. The Universal Company of the Suez Maritime Canal 
being Egyptian, it is ruled by the laws and usages of the country. 
With regard, however, to its constitution as a society and the dealings 
of its members, it is, in virtue of a special Convention, regulated by 
the laws which in France regulate anonymous societies. It is under- 
stuod that all disputes of this kind shall be judged by arbitration, with 
an appeal to the Imperial Court of Paris. Disputes in Egypt between 
the company and private persons, to whatever nationality they may 
belong, shall be judged by the local Tribunals according to the forms 
consecrated by the laws and usages of the country, and disputes arising 
between the Egyptian Government and the company will be also sub- 
mitted to the lucal Tribunals and judged according to the laws of the 
country.” 

LOSSES OF LIFE AT SEA. 

A correspondent on this subject writes us :—Aftcr reading over Mr. 
Macdonald’s narrative of the burning of the emigrant ship Cospatrick 
and the sufferings of himself and the few survivors out of over 400 
souls, [ cannot but think that the Buard of Trade ought to subject our 
emigrant vessels to a more stringent survey than they at present 
undergo before being allowed to clear from the port of London or any 
other port in Great Britain. Mr. Macdonald states 

“That on leaving Gravesend there would be a pail of water in each 
boet, also that in his boat there was one and a half oars and in that of 
the mate’s two.”— 

Now Sir, I think, that if these boats had been well equipped and 
stowed, as all emigrant ships should be, to my ideas, this would not 
have ben the case. And this leads me to ask the following questions :— 

Viz.— What are the Board of Trade rules regarding the equipment of 
ewigrant vessels, and is there a special surveyor to sve that these rules 
are complied with before the vessel is allowed to clear and leave port ? 
If not, one should at once be appuinted, and his survey report should 
be handed in to the Board of Trade and approved of by that body 
before she could possibly get her clearance. I would also suggest that 
in addition to her boats, an emigrant ship should also carry a light raft, 
constructed of cork stuffed into painted canvas egz-shaped sacks, 
about twenty feet in length and three or four in diameter, in the 
centre. The breadth I must leave to those who fit the vessel, as it 
would be according tu the space there was to earry it. I have seen 
such rafts on board the American mail steamers, and came to the con- 
clusion they would be very serviceable in the event of fire. If this is 
the case and it has been complied with, I presume the surveyor's report 
will be produced at the official inquiry, which will vf course be held 
on this sad affair, Ze, the loss of life by the burning of the Cuxpatrick. 

In my opinion every emigrant vessel should be compclied to carry as 
many good bouts as she ean safely hoist at her davits, atow, and carry, 
and that each should be equipped as under :— A mast and lug-sail com- 
plete, a stall ensign attached to the after leach of the sail, six or more 
(according tu size) oars, one buat-hovk, one grapnel, two painters, one 
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bailer, i.¢c.,a pail, one axe, one musket and ammunition, binnacle and 
compass complete, fitted into one of the after thwarts, two kegs or 
beakers of water, not less than eight galluns each ; some packets of 
patent food ; tholes or row!ocks, vf course ; a box of matches, a little 
spare rope, rope-yarns, &c.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
SASSOON V. HARRIS AND OTHERS (UNDERWRITERS). 

This was a heavy insurance case—an insurance by Sassvon and Com- 
pany, of London, Bombay, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, of £30,000 upon 
opium shipped for Hong Kong and Ningpo. The facta were fully set 
forth in our issue of the 18th ult. The plaintiff claimed as for a total 
loss to recover the £30,000, but the underwriters resisted the claim on 
the ground that the policy only extended to Hong Kong and was 
satisfied when the goods were discharged there ; whereas the plaintiff 
insisted that it extended to the ultimate destination of the opium at 
Ningpo, that being “a port in China, not north of Shanghai.” There 
was another point of importance as to the stamp on the policy ; it 
being a single stamp, whereas, it was insisted that there ought to have 
been as many stamps as there were native growers interested in the 
shipment. The verdict was taken for the plaintiffs, subject to both 
these points. 

Mr. Benjamin, Q.C., moved, on the part of the underwriters, to set 
aside the verdict on both these pvinta. As to the rst, the main point, 
as to the duration or extent of the insurance—Mr. Justice Blackburn 
observed that there was nothing in the policy to limit the insurance t» 
Hong Kong. On the contrary, the policy was for “any port not north 
of Shanghai.” And ifthe ultimate shipment to Ningpo (which was 
such a port) was in accordance with the general intention of the plaintifts 
at the time of the insurance, the policy seemed sufficient to cover 
it. However, no doubt the question was one fit for discussion, and 
as to that point the Court granted a rule nisi. On the other point, 
as to the stamp, an instance was taken by way of illustration. A person, 
not a member of the firm, was interested in twenty-five chests of opium 
and was actually churged with a proportionate share of the charges for in- 
surance to Shanghai, including a proportion of the stamp. There were 
eight or nine similar instances of parties thus interested in portions of 
the opium. The plaintiffs, nevertheless, claimed to recover, as being 
interested in the whole; whereas it was insisted they were not. But 
it was urged, on the other hand, that the plaintiffs had a “lien ” on 
the whole of the opium for their charges and advances, and so were 
sufficiently interested to enable them to recover on the policy. It ap- 

eared, however, that in 108 chests the plaintiffs were not interested ; 
in 101 chests the shipments were on joint accounts with others; and 
only seventy-eight belonged entirely to the plaintiffs. And it was con- | 
tended on the evidence that the charges and advances had been repaid, 
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The following officers who last served in China have received appoint- 
ments as under :—Sub-Lieutenant W. H. Callwell (in the Cadmus, from 
1871 to 1874), to the Lord Warden, flagship in the Mediterranean ;

Officers and men of the Cadmus, some of whom saw four years’ service 
in her onthe China station, will be glad to hear that the report of in- 
spection on paying off was considered most satisfactory by the Admiralty, 
who have been pleased to express the same tu Captain Whyte, and to 
remark that the high state of efficiency and the condition of the ship 
retlect great credit upon her late first lieutenant—A. G. M'Kechnie. 

It is notified that the Princess Charlotte, 12, Capt. John E. Parish, 
receiving ship at Hong Kong, which has been replaced by the Victor 
Emanuel, is ordered to be sold at China, and her officers and crew will 
return to England. 

Mr. Robert Carrington has been appointed chief Civil Assistant to the 
Indian Marine Surveying Expedition. 

The death of Lieutenant E. H. B. O’Geran, of the S0th Regiment, at 
the age of twenty-nine, is announced.

We have a piece of good news for those who served in the Nassau 
during the last commission on the China station, when she was engaged 
in operations against the pirates of the Sulu Seas ; and, although two 
years and a half is perhaps a long time to wait for any substantial re- 
cognition of such good service, all concerned will agree that, provided 
it does arrive. it will be thoroughly welcome. It is proposed to dis- 
tribute £2,000 among such of the officers and men who took part in 
the destruction of nearly a score of piratical prahus and the town of 
Crang-Crang, on the coast of Sulu, in 1872. As there was no loot out 
of which prize-money would be realised, the Treasury will have to 
award a special grant to the amount named as pirate bounty, and since 
the number of men engaged was not large, there will be a nice little 
sum due to each class. Those having friends on foreign service who 
were in the Nassau in May, 1872, should make them acquainted with 
this piece of intelligence, so that there may be no needless delay in 
forwarding claims to the Accountant-General as soon as the intended 
distribution is advertised. 

The United Service Gazette says:—It is with pleasure that we are 
enabled to announce that the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury have consented to an alteration of the fixed value at which 
the dollar is issued in China and the Straits Settlements. The present 
rate fixed by regulation is four shillings and threepence, but it is well 
known that for some time past the real value has been considerably 
less. What, we believe, is now asked for is, that the simple market | 
value of the dollar be ascertained in London, and the value in Hong 
Kong and Singapore fixed at the same amount. We are assured that 
this will give more than a penny in every dollar, and possibly nearly 
twopence, a sum that will make an appreciable difference in the emolu- 
ments of all officers and men there stationed. 
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way in the person of Wong Chin Foo, a Chinese political refugee. 
This gentleman delivered his discourse in the Parker Memorial 
Hall, Boston, U.S.A. He stated that Confucius was regarded 
by many Chinese and others as the Supreme Being, but he was 
only looked upon as a holy teacher by the educated. . .

His teachings, the lecturer explained, involved five 
great principles, Gravity, Propriety, Sincerity, Virtue, and 
Filial Piety.” 

Mr. Robert B. Shaw, H.B.M.’s Resident at Kashgar, accord- 
ing to the same periodical, is printing, under the aanction of the 
Indian Government, a sketch of the Grammar of Eastern Turki 
as spoken in Kashgar and Yarkand, together with a Vocabulary 
containing about 3,000 words and some prose examples, being 
extracts from an old Turki book obtained from one of the Mus- 
sulman shrines near Kashgar. This book professes to give the 
history of the introduction of Islam into Kashgaria in the 10th 
century, and of the lives and wars of the early Muhammadan 
kings of that country before the time of Changiz-Khan. . . . 
No grammar of the Eastern Turkistan language has yet been 
oublished in Europe, the nearest approach being two works by 
Professor Vambery. 

Messrs. Maull and Co., of Piccadilly and Cheapside, have 
ublished photographs in three sizes of several members of the 
nternational Congress of Orientalists. Among the more pro-

The 27th edition of Who’s Who, published by Bailly and Co., 
Cornhill, is not merely a reproduction of previous issues, subject 
to the yearly alteration, but it contains a list of the London 
School Board, which has never been given before. The Alma- 
nack maintains its character, and the volume altogether is most 
essential for reference.

With reference to the Chinese Government Loan, the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank in London has issued a circular, 
stating that applications are being received from the public in 
China for the Bonds at the exchange of 4s. 1}d. per dollar, pay- 
able, 1 per cent. on application, 4 per cent. on allotment, and 
the remaining 90 per cent. ten days after allotment. Applica- 
tions are to be received in London upon payment of the equiva- 
lent to the above in sterling at the exchange of 48. 2d. per 
dollar, being the current rate for wags gi transfer of money 
to Hong Kong. The total cost per £100 Bond to the Londun 
applicants will therefore be £96 8s. l1ld., being the equivalent 
of $462.94, at 4s. 2d. per dollar, equal to a difference of nearly 
one and a half per cent. upon the cost. The Bonds will be in 
sterling, and the principal and interest will be payable in Lon- 
don in the same currency. Interest will commence in Hong 
Kong from the date of payment of the last instalment, and in 
London from about the corresponding mail date. 

Measrs. J. Henry Schroder and Co. announce that the half- 
yearly interest on the Imperial Government of Japan Customs 
Loan, due lst proximo, will be paid on that or any succeeding 
day at their counting-house. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Mr. J. C. Baldwin, of Cullum- 
street, a partner in the firm of Macgregor and Co., Hong Kong, 
whose failure we reported last month, 1t was agreed that a com- 
mittee of investigation should be formed, to ascertain how the 
goods consigned and bought under special lien had been handled. 
According to present accounts, it appears that neither goods nor 
proceeds are forthcoming, and that matters are further compli- 
cated by the local banks having anes loans on a part of thelgoods 
virtually hypothecated to the Manchester firms. <A portion of 
the London debts arise out of speculative transactions in rice. 
The meeting was stormy, and creditors intend to punish, so far 
as possible, any delinquencies or irregularities of the partners in 
dealing with their goods. 

From the tabulated statement issued by Messrs. Pixley and 
Abell, we learn that the import of bullion into London during 
the year 1874 as compared with 1873 was as follows :—1874, gold 
£20,497,810, silver £11,797,994, total £32,295,804 ; 1873, cold 
£22,655,210, silver £12,302,220, total £34,957,430. The export 
from London has been as follows :—1874, gold £13,667,363, 
silver £12,355,438, total £26,053,306 ; 1873, gold £20,768,640, 
silver £10,255,500, total £31,024,140. 

The report of the directors of the Manchester and County 
Bank (Limited) states that the directors propose to add £15,000 
to the reserve fund, which would thus be raised to £345,000, and 
to pay a dividend at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum. 

The report of the General Credit and Discount Company for 
the past year has been issued. It states that there is a balance 
of profit of £211,600 6s. 9d., and the directors propose to pay a 
dividend at the rate of 10 per cent., to place £40,000 to the re- 
serve fund, bringing up its total to £200,000, or £1 per share, 
and tocarry forward to the next account £21,600.

2d. carried forward to 
the next account.

At the meeting of the Ocean Marine Insurance Company, to.

23. per shave and a bonus of 4s. per share, both free of income- 
tax, making a distribution for the year of 15 per cent.

At the annual meeting of the shareholders in the Norwich

By a decision recently given in the Bombay Court of Small 
Causes the worth or effect of a bill of lading has become so ques- 
tionable that our Supreme Courts must be invited to settle the 
matter in an authoritative form one way or another. A Liver- 
pool firm shipped on board the s.s. Parsee thirty iron plates, 
amongst other goods, consigned to a native merchant. The 
plates were specially marked, and the weight was duly recorded 
in the bill of lading, which was signed by a gentleman who, it 
end be at once explained, is shipping clerk to the charterers, 
and who holds the authority and request of Captain Harrison, 
of the Parsee, written on stamped paper, to sign bills of lading. 
The steamship arrived at Bombay in due course, and thirty 
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plates were delivered to the consignee, one of them being of the 
weight, and bearing the mark set forth in the bill of lading, 


! whilst twenty-nine not only bore a different mark, but were 
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about half the size and weight, and of a description never 
imported into the Bombay market. The consignee had paid the 
draft drawn against the consignment, and as the plates were of 
no use to him he brought an action against Captain Harrison to 
recover their value. The defence set up was the unusual one 
that the captain could not be held responsible, inasmuch as he 
had not himself signed the bill of lading, and the Judge gave 
effect to this contention by non-suiting the plaintiff. It is not 
to be wondered at that grave dissatisfaction exists at Bombay in 
connection with the decision, and that the Chambers of Com- 
merce in this country have been asked to ventilate the subject, 
so that it may receive attention.in the proper quarter. If the 
Judge, who is a native gentleman, is wrong in his law, there is 
every reason why the judgment should be reversed without 
delay, for it may lead to any amount of circumvention and fraud ; 
and if he is right, the law cannot be altered too soon, not only 
because it is ridiculous in itself, but because it is systematically 
evaded. 

The proposed Liverpool Cotton Association has failed to se- 
cure the adhesion of the Cotton Brokers’ Association, the latter 
body having decided at a meeting to hold aloof from the new 
Association. The brokers say further that thev consider that 
their code of rules, which has been drawn up with great care, 
and after consultation with the representatives of the various 
importing, exporting, and spinning interests, has met all cases of 
ditticulty well, but they will nevertheless be willing to receive 
any sugzestion for their alteration. 

Owing to an increased demand and comparative absence of 
supplies, the market for Bar Silver has improved, and some 
transactions have taken place at 572d§ per oz. Mexitan Dollars 
have been in slightly better demand, and for those which were 
ready for shipment to China yesterday 564d. per oz. was obtained. 
The average price of Mexican Dollars for the past year, 1874, 
was 56 15-16d. per oz. 

The bullion per P. and O. steamer Cathay, from Southampton 
Jan. 14, was in gold to Galle, £320; in silver to Singapore, 
£32,600 ; to Shanghai, £5,365. Total in gold, £320 ; in silver, 
£57,965. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for December have just been 
issued, and show the declared value of our exportations in the 
month to have been £17,830,148, against £19,147,506 in 1873, 
and £20,516,253 in 1872 ; and in the year £239,436,207, against 
£255,073,336 in 1873, and £256,257,347 in 1572. The chief 
features of the accounts are similar to those of the past few 
months, viz., a fair increase in some of the chief articles ex- 

rted, accompanied by a corresponding decline in the values. 

here is an augmentation in the quantity of cotton imported in 
the month of 270,000 bales, and the increase on the year amounts 
to about 24 percent. The percentage of decrease of value of 
the imports in December compared with December, 1873, is 
nearly 133, and with December, 1872, about 2. The decrease in 
the export value of the month is nearly 7 per cent. as compared 
with last year.

TEA. 

The market during the past few days has ruled quiet, business being 
contracted, for, as the bulk of late imports leave unfavourable results 
at the scale of offers made by the trade, holders are content to await 
until the pressure of the late heavy supplies are moved off. Looking 
at the class of Tea lately to hand per steamers from Shanghai, the yield 
of season 1874-5 must be finished, and to next July supplies will have 
to be drawn from the stock nuwon hand. The export trade, which for 
some time past to the Continent has been inactive, is likely to show a 
great revival, stucks of Common Congou in Russia being much re- 
duced. Scented Caper, of which the market is liberally supplied of 
the good common to medium kinds, realises low prices ; of fine quality 
there is a marked scarcity, and it would sell at remunerative rates. 
Green: The improvement advised of the New York market has, so 
far, produced little or no effect here, arrivals being in excess of warts, 
at far too high cost in China. The quality of Ping Suey kinds lately 
to hand show a great falling off, even as compared with last year ; 
Moyune and Fychow kinds are of average quality. Indian tea is firm, 
with large offerings. 

Mesars. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—The quantity of tea 
offered in the market has been very large, and more than buyers could 
taste properly, the arrivals being very heavy. Congous.—Red-leaf kinds 
—Siftings: The stalky kinds have sold about 4d. per Ib. lower, the 
dark even kinds at former prices. Broken-leaf kinds remain much as 
before. Fair tu good common, free from dust, have been saleable from 
113d. to Is. 64d. per lb. Common to fair Saryune kinds have sold to 
some extent from 11d. to 1s. Id. per Tb. Fair Kaisows from Is. 1d. to 
18. 3d. show no change. Good medium to fine from Is. 4d. to 1s. 8d. have 
been enquired for. In finest there have been no sales. Pak-Lin kinds : 
The commoner kinds in boxes have sold lower, but good to fine remain 
firm. Black-leaf kinds: Common from 10}d. to 1s. have been dull of 
saleatrathereasierrates. Fairtogood medium have been taken from Is. 14. 
to 1s. 5d. per 1b., being about previous prices. Good from 1s. 6d.to 1s. 8d. 
have also sold without alteration. In the fincr kinds transactions have 
been small. New-make kinds have not been readily saleable, but 
prices show no change. In Oolongs there has been rather more busi- 
ness done at fully previous prices. Souchongs : Common to fair have 
been difficult of sale 5 goud qualities have sold about 1d. per Ib. lower. 
Scented Teas : Canton Capers have Leen difficult to move by private 
contract ; at public auction the prices obtained were on the low scale 
previously established, say from 114d. to 1s. 2d. per lb. for common to 
good quality. Orange Pekoes have sold better than Capers, but prices 
show no improvement. Foochow Capers remain difficult of sale, fair 
kinds ruling very low. Orange Pekoes: Common to fair have been 
difficult of sale, good to fine in moderate request, but without change 
in prices. Green Teas: The market remains dull, and sales still chiefly 
made at public auction, There have been a few purchases for export, 
prices coming rather higher from America. Prices show but little 
change, but medium Moyune Young Hysons have sold rather higher. 

In the Public Sales 3,936 packages were sold without reserve on the 
11th inst., and of 7,350 packages printed for the 12th inst. 6,577 
packages were sold without reserve. The deliveries fur the week, as

SILK. 

The market is firm in tone and prices fully supported, but since the 
announcement of the public sales to be held on the 19th inst. and fol- 
lowing days, when a certain quantity of Silk will be sold without re- 
serve, there has been a restriction of business, the trade preferring to 
wait for the auctions. Deliveries are very satisfactory, being from 1st 
to 14th inst., 1,819 China, 151 Canton, 451 Japan, and 71 Bengal. 
Total 2,492 bales. 

Messrs. Arles Dufour, remarking upon the silk trade of 1874, in their 
Circular, say :—The striking feature of the year under review is that, in 
spite of an almost constant activity in transactions, a considerable and 
nearly uninterrupted decline in prices has taken place, varying from 12 to 
30 per cent. according t2 descriptions. This state of tuings was chiefly 
due toa larger production of silk goods than required by consumption, 
and a further increase in the sunplies of raw matcrials. With regard 
to the future they say, prospects of the future in general are now cer- 
tainly more favourable than a year ago. Stocks of raw materials are 
still very large ; but under the combined influence of low prices and 
better quality, consumption of silk goods can scarcely fail to go on in- 
creasing. The comparative deliveries of European and Asiatic Silks 
through the conditioning house in 1873 and 1874 were as fullows :-—
